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MEMOIRS OF BABUR 

EVENTS OF THE YEAR A H 912 

In the month of Muharrem ^ I set out for lOiorasan, m 
order to oppose the invasion of the Uzbeks, and advanced 
by way of Gliurbend and Shibertu As Jehangir Mirza 
had taken some disgust and fled from the country of Ghazni, 
I judged It proper, for the purpose of reducing the Aimaks 
to order, and to prevent tlie disaffected from rising in 
revolt, “ to separate from our baggage and camp-followers 
m Ushter-sheher,* (leaving Wall IQiazin ® and Doulet 
Kadam to guard and bring them on,) and to push forward 
with the great body of the army, in light array, wth all 
practicable speed That same day we reached the fort of 
Zahak Ha%nng proceeded thence by the hotal or hill pass 
of Gumbazek, and descended by Saekan,'* we surmounted 
the Dandan-sluken ® pass, and encamped in the valley of 
ICahmerd I sent on Sultan Muhammed Duldai, and Syed 
Afzal Kliab-bln,® with a letter to Sultan Hussain Mirza, 
to inform him of my approach from Kabul 

Jehangir Mirza having lagged behind his men, when he 
came opposite to Bamian, went to see it, accompanied by 
twenty-three*’ attendants On approaching the place be

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body too, manj' were made prisoners, man}’^ were slam by 
arrows and the sword, and others perished in the river 
Perhaps a tliousand or fifteen Inmdred Uzbeks fell This 
was a good e-^loit of Nasir Mirza One of lus men brought 
us the news when we were m the valley of ICahmard 

While we eontmued m that neighbourhood, mj’^ troops 
vent out to forage, and colleeted gram from Ghuri and 
Dchanch In tins same ^ alley of I^hmard, I received, 
letters from Sj’’ed Afzal and Sultan Muliammed Duldui, 
whom I had sent into IQvorasun, contammg mtelligence of 
the death of Sultan Hussain Mirza Nei ertheless, I con- 
tinued to advance to lOiorasan, from a regard to the 
reputation of our family, though I had also other motii es 
for adi aiiemg Having passed tlirough the valley of TQb ^ 
and Hhmdaghan, and by the hill-passes - of Balkli-ab, we 
ascended the hill-coimtrj’ of Saf“ Here, having learned 
that the Uzbeks were plvindcring S\n and Cliuryak,^ 
I dispatched Kusim Beg with a body of troops to chastise 
the marauders He fell m with them, ga^ e them a complete 
defeat, and brought hack a number of their heads 
As some of our men had been sent out to get information 
of Jehunglr Mirza and the Aimaks, I remamed for some 
daj s m the Hugh * of the hill of Saf, waiting for their 
return In tins neighbourhood there are numbers of deer 
I hunted once In a few days all the Aimaks came out and 
acknowledged me Though Jehunglr Mirza had sent 
difTcrcnl persons to the jiVimuks, and on one occasion had 
deputed Imud ed din ^lasaOd to work upon them thej 
could not he induced to go o\cr to him, hut joined me , 
so that at length the Jlirza vas compelled, from sheer 

ncccssilx to Icar e the mountain of S'lf and'’ to conic down

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to the valley of Pai, to meet me and make his submission 
As I was oecupied with the troubles of IQiorasan, I did not 
see “ the Mirza, and did not care about the Aimaks 
Having passed by Gurzewan,^ Almar, Kysar, and Chiehiktu, 
and proceeded by Ulum * Fakhr ed din, we reached a place 
called the valley of Bam m the dependence of Badghls “ 
As the world was all m disorder, every one pillaging and 
usurping from another, my people took some plunder from 
the cultivated country, as well as from the Ils and UlGses 
We imposed ^ a contribution on the Turks and Aimaks of 
that quarter, and levied part of it In the course of a 
month or two, we perhaps levied three hundred keplci 
tumdns * 

A few days before my amval, a plundenng detachment 
of the Uzbeks had been attacked in Pandeh and Maru- 
chak,® by a light armed force sent from IHiorasan by 
Zulnun Beg,® and completely routed A number of the 
Uzbeks were slam Badia-ez-zeman Mirza, Muzaffer 
Hussain Mirza, Muhammed Berenduk Birlas, and ZOlnun 
Arghun, -with Shah Beg, Zulnun’s son, having at length 
come to the resolution of marching against Slicibrmi IQian, 
who was besieging Sultan Kalenjak m Balkli, dispatched 
messengers to invite all the sons of Sultan Hussain Mirza 
to join them, and marched out of Hen m prosecution of

unwise answer, and in a couardly way dechned commg 
He bore hostihty to Muzaffer Mirza, and alleged, that to 
jom him as limg would be an acknowledgement of his 
sovereignty “ Havmg made up his mmd, he persisted in 
mdulgmg this lU-timed grudge, and would not come even 
at this period, when aU the brothers, great and small, had 
united, and were marchmg in concert, and sparing no 
efforts to oppose an enemy so formidable as Sheibani 
Khan This refusal of his to jom the confederacy, though 
he lumself chose to put it on the footmg of private pique, 
every one else will ascribe to cowardice Indeed, as the 
memory of such proceedmgs remams m the world, how can 
any man of understandmg pursue such a Ime of conduct 
as, after his death, must stam his fair fame ? How much 
better is it for every man, who has the common feehng of 
his nature, to push forward m a career that, when closed, 
may conduct him to renown and glorj' 1 The wise have 
well called fame a second existence Ambassadors came 
also to invite me, and soon after Muhammed Berenduk 
Birlas lumself arrived IVhat was to hmder me from 
jommg them ? I had marched two hundred farsangs - for 
that very purpose I therefore went on along -with hlu- 
hanimed Beg By this time the Muzas had advanced as 
far as the Murghab, where thej nere now encamped On 
IMonday, the 8th of the latter Jumada, I waited on them 
Abul Muhsm Mirza came out half a kos to receive me 
’S^^len we came near each other, I on the one side dis- 
mounted, as he did on the other , after which, we advanced 
and embraced, and then both mounted again tYhen we 
had gone on a little, and were come near the camp, jMuzaffer

anj intentional slight Muraffer Mirza having conipli- 
nitnlcd me, we embraced and saluted each other on horse- 
back I then saluted Ibn Hussain Miivjx in the same ^lay , 
after Minch, we proceeded to Badlu-cz-zcmfin Mirza’s Hall 
of Audience, where we alighted Here there was an 
cxccssnc crowd and gathering of pcojilc There was such 
i lircss that many persons were lifted off tlicir feet for 
three or four paces together, nnd many who were anxious 
to get out on account of business or duty, were carried four 
or fue piecs in, without being able to help themseivts 
Vt lenglli, howcaer, we reached BadTa-cz-zemnn Minyi’s 
Hall of Slate It had been settled, that imnicdiatily on 
cnlonng, I was to bow, whereupon Badln-cz-zcman Mirza 
was to rise up, and eoiiic forward to the extrcmitj of the 
tleialed |ilnlfonn on which he sat, where we were to 
einbricc As soon as I entercel the Hall of State I bowed, 
111(1 then without stop|)ing, aeUanecd to meet BadTa t/- 
/emaii Mir/-i, who rose up rntlier tardily to come to meet 
me Kasim Beg, who aens keenU ah\e to in> honour, and 
ri girded in\ eoiise(|uenee as Ins own, laid hold of nn 
ginllt, .iiid gne me a tug, I instaiitlj understood Iiiiii, 
and ad\aiuing more dehliemtih, we embniced eiii the 
spot that liiiel bee 11 arningtd In tins large state-lent, 
e ir|Mls* wen spread in four jilnies In the slate lents®

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Rlirza and myself sat on it Lower than Badla-ez-zeman’s 
earpet, on the left, was another carpet, on which Kasim 
Sultan Uzbek, one of the Shaban Sultans, who was the 
Mirza’s son-in-law, and father of ICasim Hussain Sidtan, 
sat along wth Ibn Hussain Mirza On my right, but 
lower down than the carpet which they had spread for 
me, another carpet ivas spread, on which Jehangir Mirza 
and Abdal Razak Mirza ^ were seated Muliammed Beren- 
duk Beg, Zulntin Beg, and Kasim Beg sat on the right, 
a little lower than ICasmi Sultan and Ibn Hussain Mirza 
An entertamment was given Although it was not a 
drinking party, vane was put doivn along with the meat. 
Drmkmg goblets of silver and gold were placed beside the 
food My forefathers and family liad always sacredly 
observed the rules of Clungiz In their parties, their 
courts, their festivals, and their entertainments, m their 
sittmg down and rising up, they never acted contrary to 
the mstitutions of Climgiz ® The institutions of Chingiz 
certainly possessed no divme authonty, so that any one 
should be obliged to conform to them , every man who 
has a good rule of conduct ought to observe it If the 
father has done what is wrong, the son ought to ehange it 
for what is right After dmmg we mounted our horses, and 
alighted nhere we had pitched our camp There was 
a shiraa kos between my army and that of the Mirzas 

The second time that I came, Badla-ez-zeman Mirza 
was not so respectful as he had been the first time I there- 
fore sent for Muhammed Berenduk Beg, and Zulnun Beg, 
and told them to let the Mirza know, that, though but 
young, yet I was of high extraction — that I had twice by 
force gamed my paternal kingdom, Samarkand, and seated 
myself on its throne — and that when a prince had done 
what I had, m the service of our family, by opposing the 
foreign invader from whom all these wars and troubles 
arose, to show me any want of respect was certamly not 
quite commendable After this message was delivered to 
him, as he was sensible of his error, he altered his conduct,

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and showed me every mark of regard and estimation, with 
great good will 

On another occasion, wlien I went to Badla-ez-zeman 
Mirza’s after noon-tide prayers, there was a drinkmg party 
At that time I drank no wane The entertainment was 
wonderfully elegant On their trays there was every sort 
of delicacy There were kabdbs of fowl, and of goose, 
and indeed dishes of every kind Badia-ez-zcman’s enter- 
tainments were liighly celebrated , and certainly tins 
party was free, easy, and unconstrained During the time 
I remained on the banks of the Murghab, I twice or tlirice 
was present at the Mirza’s dnnkmg parties , when it was 
known that I drank no wine, they did not trouble me by 
pressing I likewise once went to an entertainment of 
Muzaffer Mirza’s Hassan Ah Jalair, and Mir Bader, who 
were in his service, were of the party MTien the wune 
began to take effect, Mir Bader began to dance, and he 
danced excessively well The dance was one of his own 
invention 

The Mirzas had wasted three or four months m marching 
from Hen, m uniting their troops, and assembling their 
strength, before they reached the Murghab Sultan 
Kulenjak, meanw'hile, being reduced to great distress, 
surrendered the fort of Balkh to the Uzbeks, who, having 
heard of the coalition against them, after taking Balkh, 
returned towards Samarkand The Mirzas, although very 
accomplished at the social board, or m the arrangements 
for a party of pleasure, and although they had a pleasmg 
talent for conversation and society, yet possessed no 
knowledge whatever of the conduct of a campaign, or 
of warlike operations, and were perfect strangers to tlie 
arrangements for a battle, and the dangers and spirit of 
a soldier’s life "While we remained on the Murghab, news 
came that Hak NazJr Chapa, with four or five hundred 
men, had advanced, and was plundenng the territory of 
ChichiktQ ^ All the Mirzas met, but with all their exertions 
they could not contrive to detach a light party to cut up 
the plunderers The road between Murghab and ChichiktQ

before the beginning of the warm season assemble again 
in order to meet the cnenn Thej strongly urged me also 
to winter m the terntors of Kbomsan Rut as Kabul and 
Gha/ni were places much c\i)oscd lo exlinial Moicnee and 
internal confusion and as bodies of Turks, Moghuls, 
Aimaks, Wandering Tribes,* Afghans, lIa7Jims, Ils, and 
Uluses, were scattered o\tr tbcir Icrrilor} in different 
directions , md is the neanst road bclwetn IvJionisan 
and Ivabiil, winch is Hint b\ Hit bills, is a month s joumc 5 , 
c\cn if it should not Imjijicii to be rendered impassable b^ 
snow, or anj other obst iclc, while Hit low road is forlj 
or fiflj dajs’ mirth , lud ns, besides all tins, mj ncwlj- 
acquircd dominions were still far from being m a settled 
state. It did not seem serj prudent or uhisablc for me to 
winter so far off, for the purpose of sersing or obliging 
anybodj I therefore c\cuscd mjsclf lo the Miivns On 
this they renewed their solicitations still more earnestly 
than before At 1 ist, Badla c/-/tmrin Mirza and Abul 
Muhsin Mirza, with Muzaffer Mirzai, came on horseback to 
my quarters, and urgcnllj besought me to stay out the 
winter with them I could not say No, in the face of the 
Mirzas, and consented to remain One reason that in- 
fluenced me was, that so many kings bad tome to urge 
niy stay , a second, that, in the whole habitable world, 
there w'as not such another city as Hen , and during the 
reign of Sultan Hussain Mirza, its beauty and elegance had 
been increased tenfold, naj, twcnlyfold, by his patronage 
and muniflccncc , so that I had a very strong desire to 
visit it I was therefore prevailed upon to stay Abul 
Muhsm Mirza a\ent to his government of Merv Ibn 
Hussain Mirza also set out for Tun and Kaen , while 
Badla-ez-zeman Mirza and Muzaffer Mirza returned to 
Hen Two or three days after, I set out for the same city 
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little edifice They have bestov ed most pams on the upper 
story In the four comers of it are four apartments , and 
between them, and enclosed by them, is one great haU 
Withm the four apartments are four shahneshlns, or royal 
balcomes “ Every part of this hall is covered ivith pamtmgs 
Though Babur Mirza ^ bmlt tlus palace, the pamtmgs were 
executed by orders of Sultan Abusald Rlirza, and represent 
his battles and ijvars In the north end of the northern 
balcony, two carpets ~ were placed facmg each other On 
one of them Muzaffer Mirza and I sat, on the other sat 
Sultan Masaud IMirza and Jehangir Mirza As we were 
guests at Muzaffer Mirza’s house, Muzaffer Mirza placed 
me above himself, and having filled up a glass of welcome, 
the cupbearers m waitmg began to supply aU who were of 
the party ivith pure wme, which they quaffed as if it had 
been the water of life The party waved warm, and the 
spirit mounted up to their heads Tliey took a fancy to 
make me drink too, and brmg me mto the same circle with 
themselves Although, tdl that time, I had never been 
guilty of drinking wme,* and from never havmg fallen 
into the practice, was ignorant of the sensations it pro- 
duced, yet I had a strong lurkmg mclmation to wander in 
this desert,^ and my heart was much disposed to pass 
the stream In my boyhood I had no wish for it, and did 
not know its pleasures or pams When ray father at any 
time asked me to drink inne, I excused myself, and 
abstained After my father’s death, by the guardian care 
of IQiuajeh Kazi, I remamed pure and undefiled I ab- 
stamed e\ en from forbidden foods , how then was I likely 
to indulge m -wme ? Afterwards when, from the force of 
joutliful imagination and constitutional impulse, I got

to indulgence, if I did not sei/c the present moment, 
I never could c\pccl such another I therefore resolved 
to drink ssinc But it slnick me, that ns Bndu cr-7cmun 
IMirza was the eldest brother, and as I had declined re- 
ceiving it from his hand, and m his house, he might now 
take offence •* I therefore mentioned this difiieult j whicli 
had occurred to me My excuse was npproNcd of, and 
I was not pressed any more, at this pnrtj, to drink It 
was settled, however, that the next time we met at Badh- 
cz-zeman Mirz.\’s, I should drink when pressed bj the two 
Mirzns At this party, miong the musicians, was Hafiz 
Hdji , Jaird-cd'dln Mnhmfid, the niitc-plnjer, was also 
there, and the younger brother of Ghulum Sliudi, Shndi 
Bachch, who plajcd on the harp* Ilaflz Hfiji sung well 
The people of Hen sing m a low, delicate, and equable 
stj Ic “ There was a singer of Jchunglr Mirza’s present, 
by name Mir Jan, a native of Samarkand, who alwnj'S 
sang m a loud, harsh voice, and out of tunc Jchanglr 
Mirza, who was far gone, proposed that he should sing 
He sang accordingly, but in a dreadfully loud, rough, 
disagreeable tone The people of Khorasfin ^aluc them- 
selves on their politeness , many, however, turned away 
their ears, others knit their brows,® but, out of respect to 
the Mirza, nobody ventured to stop him After the time

never done before

Zulnun Beg, who took the Mirzas to task, and reprimanded n^ent 
them most severely, so that they wholly laid aside any idea 
of urging me further to drink Badla-ez-zeman Mirza, 
having heard of Muzaffer’s entertainment to me, made 
a partj' in the Bagh-e-jehan-ara, m the Makamn-klianeh*‘ 
and invited me Manj"^ of my 3'oung nobles and retinue 
were likewise invited My courtiers could not drink ivine, 
out of respect to me If thej' were desirous of indulging 
at any time, perhaps once m a month, or fortj’- daj's, thej"^ 
used to shut their doors, and sit down to drink, m the 
greatest alarm, lest thej^ should be discovered Such were 
the men who were now invited On the present occasion, 
when by anj-^ chance they found me not attendmg, thej' 
would hide their goblet with their hands, and take a draught 
in great dread , although such precautions were altogetlier 
unnecessarj^ as, at a partj^ I allowed my people to follow 
the common usages, and this partj'^ I regarded as one given 
by father, or elder brother Tliey brought m branching 
ivillow trees *> I do not know if they were m the natural 
state of the tree, or if the branches were formed artifieiallj , 
but they had small twigs cut the length of the ears of 
a bow, and inserted between them, so that thej' had a verj

and join me We lingered and tamed so long, that, in our 
second or third march after passing Lnnger-Mir-Ghias, we 
saw the moon of Ramzan - ]Mnn3' of those who had gone 
out on business or with other objects, had now come bock 
and jomed me , many did not return for twenty daj's or 
a month afterwards, when thej"^ came to me at Kabul , 
several stayed behind altogether, and entered into the j\Iirza s’ 
service Of this last number was Sidlm Ah Darbun,“ mIio 
remained behind, and took serance with Badla-ez-zeman 
Mirza I had shoivn none of KDiosrou Shah’s servants 
such attention as him BTicn Jehangir Mirza went off and 
abandoned Ghazni, I had gi\en it to Sidlm Ah, who had 
left his Tufe’s brother. Dost Angfi Sheikh, behind m that 
citj% while he himself accompanied the army In truth, 
among all the serv^ants of Kliosrou Shah, there were no 
better men than Sidlm Ah Darban and Muhibb Ah Korchi * 
Sidlm had an excellent temper and manners He was a man 
of valour m war, and was nea er mthout a part j' or entertain- 
ment at his house Though extremelj’- liberal, he was 
careful to eonfine his expenses within his income , j^et he 
always had everjdhing necessary He had a polished manner 
and address, and his stjde of conversation and of telling 
a story was peculiar^ agreeable He was lively, witty, and

others proposed that, ns it nas muter, ne should go bv the 
route of Itandahar, because, though rather the longer road. 
It might be travelled avithout risk or trouble, while the lull- 
road was difbcult and dangerous Kasim Beg, saj mg that 
that road was far about and this direct behaved ven' 
perversely , and in the end we resolved on attempting the 
short road One Sultan Pasluli was our guide I do not

as there was much snow, and the road was not to be found 
with all our exertions, we were brouglit to a complete stand 
Seeing no remedy left, we returned back to a place where 
there was abundance of firewood, and dispatched sixtj'^ or 
seventy chosen men, to return bj"- the road we had come, 
and, retracing our footsteps, to find, under the higher 
grounds, any Hazaras or other people who might be winter- 
ing tliere, and to bring a guide who was able to point out 
the way We halted at this spot for three or four dajs, 
waiting the return of the men whom we had sent out 
They did mdeed come back, but without having been able 
to find a proper gmde Placing our reliance on God, there- 
fore, and sendmg on Sultan Pashai before us, we again 
advanced by that very road m which formerly we had been 
stopped and forced to return In the few days that followed, 
many were the difficulties and hardships that we endured , 
indeed, such hardships and sufferings as I have scarcely 
undergone at any other period of my hfe It was at this 
time that I composed the following verses

For about a week, we continued pressing down the snow, 
without being able to advance more than a kos or a kos and 
a half I myself assisted m depressing the snow Accom- 
pamed by ten or fifteen of my^ household, and by Kasim Beg, 
his two sons Tengn Berdi and Kamber All, and two or 
three of his servants, we all dismounted, and worked in 
beating down the snow Every step we sank up to the 
middle or the breast, but we stiU went on ° tramphng it

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down As the ^nIrou^ of the person who went first was 
generally expended after he had advanced a few paces, he 
stood still, while another advanced and took Ins place 
The ten, fifteen, or twenty people who worked m trampling 
do^vn the snow, next succeeded m dragging on a horse 
without a ndcr The first horse sank up to the stirrups 
and girths, and after advancing ten or fifteen paces, was 
worn out Drawing this horse aside, we brought on another, 
and m this way ten, fifteen, or twenty of us trampled 
down the snow, and contrived to bring forward the horses 
of all our number The rest of the troops, even our best 
men, and many that boro the title of Beg, without dismount- 
ing, advanced along the road that had been beaten for them, 
hanging down their heads This was no time for plagiung 
them or employing authority Every man who possesses 
spirit or emulation hastens to such works of himself 
Continuing to advance by a track which we had beaten in 
the snow in this manner, we proceeded by a place named 
Ueachesa Anjiikan, and in three or four days reached a khawdl, 
or cave, called Khawal-kuti, at the foot of the Zirrln ^ pass 
Tliat day the storm of -wind was dreadful The snow fell 
in such quantitics,“ that> we all expected to meet death 
together The men of that lull country call their caves 
and hollows khawdl Wlicn we reached this khawdl, the 
storm was tcmbly violent We halted at the mouth of it 
The snou was deep, and the path narrow, so that only one 
person could pass at a time The horses too advanced 
Muth dilTlculty over the road that had been beaten and 
trampled down, and the days were at the shortest The first 
of the troops reached this khawdl while it was yet daylight 
About evening and night prayers, the troops censed coming

partly on foot As soon as the enemy saw that our men 
were m real earnest, they did not venture to stand their 
ground, but took to flight Our people pursued them up 
the hiUs, hunting them like deer or game Such property 
or effects as our troops could lay hold of, they brought m 
with them, and made the famdies and ehildren of the enemy 
prisoners ^ We also gathered in some of their sheep, which 
we gave m charge to Yarek Taghai, while we proceeded 
fom ard We traversed the heights and emmences of the 
hill-countrj^ drmng off the horses and sheep of the Hazaras, 
and brought them to Langer-Taimur-Beg, where we en- 
camped Fourteen or fifteen of the most noted insurgents 
and robber ehiefs of the Hazaras had fallen into our hands 
It was my intention to have put them to death n ith torture 
at our haltmg-ground, as an example and terror to all 
rebels and robbers , but Kasim Beg happening to meet 
them, nas filled with unseasonable eomnuseration, and 
let them go

had put the fort into a strong state of defence, and done 
everything to guard it At Langcr-Taimur-Beg I wrote an

their ground, and fled The Bndakhshanians having 
routed Nasir Mirza, pillaged and plundered all who were 
connected wath or dependent on him Nasir Mirza, mth 
Ins routed and plundered adherents, fled by way of Ish- 
Icamish and Narin ^ to lOla-kai, and, going up the Surkli-ab, 
proceeded on to Abdareh , whence, descending by the 
hill-pass of Slubertu, he reached Kabul mtli seventy or 
eighty plundered and worn-out servants and followers, 
naked and hungry It was a striking dispensation of 
Pro\ndencc Two or three years before, Nasir l^Iirza had 
instigated all the Ils and Uluses to rise up and march off

be allowed to fall upbn these Mahmands I ansnered, 
‘ Would it be right, a\1u1c the object of the expedition on 
Avhich lie vicvc bent is still unacconiplishcd, to turn out 
of our way to chastise and injure our oivn subjects ? It 
cannot be ’ Lcavmg Sardeh, m c crossed the daslU of Ivatteh- 
az^ bj’’ night The night was dark, and the ground uneven “ 
We could sec neither lull nor hillock, nor any trace of a road 
or passage Nobody was able to guide us At last I myself 
led the vay I had passed once or ti\ ice before through this 
ground, and, trusting to my recollection of it, I adsTinced, 
keepmg the pole star on my right hand Almighty God 
was propitious, and we carac right on ICiaktu, and the 
stream of Ulabatu, towards the place where the Ghiljis 
were lying, called IGiw ajch Ismatl Smtl The road passes 
o\er the stream , we halted m the hollow m which the 
stream flow s, rested and refreshed ourselves and our horses 
for an hour , and having slept ** and taken breath, towards 
morning we set out again The sun was up before we 
emerged from these hills and knolls,® and reached tlie 
dasht From thence, a good farsang from the Ghilji camp, 
we observ^ed a blackness, which was either owing to the 
Ghiljis being in motion, or to smoke The young and inex- 
perienced men of the army ^ all set forward full speed , I

sand men set out on a pillaging party, it is extremelv difficult 
to maintain discipline The Almighty directed cvciytliing 
favourably Our people slopped When we had got about 
a shiraa kos from the enemy, wc saw the blackness occasioned 
bj' the encampment of the Afghans, and sent on the pillagers 
In this foray wc took a number of sheep I had never seen 
so many taken at any other time Wide n c v ere dismounted, 
and employed in collecting the property and spoil,*' the 
enemy gathered m troops all around, descended into the 
plain, and provoked us to fight Some of the Begs and 
men “ having gone out, surrounded and took one body of 
them nhole and entire, and put every man of them to the 
sword Nusir Mirza attaeked another body of them, and 
entirely cut them to pieces A minaret of skulls was erected 
of the heads of these Afghans Dost Ihudeh, the hofwdl, 
whose name has been already noticed, was wounded m the 
leg by an arrow, itnd died by the time we reached Kabul 

Marclung back from IQiwajeh Ismael, we halted at 
Ulabatu Here some of my Begs and officers were directed 
to go and separate the fifth of the spoil ^ Kasim Beg, and 
some others, as a mark of favour, had not the fifth taken 
from them The fifth so taken was returned at sixteen 
thousand sheep, so that the spoil amounted to eighty 
thousand, and, making allowance for losses and for the 
fiftlis not demanded, must have amounted to a hundred 
thousand sheep 

Jlarchmg from this ground next morning, I directed the 
large himtmg-rmg to be formed by the troops in the plain 
of Ifattchwaz,^ for the purpose of the chase The deer and 
gorkhars^ of tins plain arc always very fat, and m great 
plenty A number of deer and gorkhars were enclosed m

In the spniig I siirprihcd und plundcicd ii body ol fllali- 
inand AfghaiiB, in llic ncigliboiiriiood of Muubcr " A ftu 
days after ^vc liad returned fioin the expedition, and 
resumed our quartcis, Kucb Beg, Fakir AIi, Kcrlindad, 
und Baba Clubrch, formed a plan for deserting from me 
On discovering llicir inlcnlions, I dispatched a part}', wJio

also to put him m possession of Badakhshiin, Kunduz, and

retired with their troops (o Ihcir \anons go^emmLnts, after 
the conquest of ICliorisan Mnn\ tlesptmte actions took 
place under the walls of Mcr\ Slinhjehan, Shah Ismael, 
seeing that the siege is hkclj to extend to gre it length, 
nhich would h l^e exposed Iiim lo an attack from the nholc 
force of Turkestan nnd jMawcmlnnhcr, prctentled to he under 
the neecssitj of raising it He sent to tell Shciliani Ixlinn 
that he had been rather more pimetiinl to his engagements 
than that prince had been , that he lind performed tlic 
pilgrimage of Mcsldiad ns he had promised mIiiIc Shcibani 
Ivlian had faded to keep Ins appointmi nt , that henasnon 
under the nceessiU of n taming home to his own dominions, 
but Mould still he cxtrcmclj hnppA to meet him on the road, 
whcnc\cr he set out on his intended pilgrimage lo illckkn 
He then retired with all his forces from lx.forc Merv, nnd 
appeared to be measuring back Ins wna lo Iriik The feint 
succeeded Shcibani Minn folloMcd him with tnentj -five Decisive 
thousand^ men, but had scarcely passed n riacr nlwnt 
ten miles from Illcrv, nhen Shah Ismael, who threw a 
body of horse into his rear, broke down the bridge, nnd 
fell upon him mth seventeen thousand ca\nlry The 
regulated valour of the Kwilbrishcs, or red-bonnets, the 
name given lo the Persian soldiers, speedily prevailed 
Sheibani Mian was defeated, nnd his retreat cut off He shcibim 
was forced to fly, attended by about five hundred men, Jcfcaicd, 
chiefly the sons of Sultans, the heads of tribes, nnd men of 
rank, into an enclosure m Inch had been erected for nccommo- 
datmg the cattle of travellers, nnd of the neighbouring 
peasants They were closely pursued, nnd hard pressed 
The enclosure had only one issue, avhich was that nttackod

sent to difTercnt kingdoms The skin of the head ssas slnppcd 
off, stuffed sMtli has, and sent to Sultan BajarTd,* the son 
of Sultan Miihammcd Gliari, the Turkish Emperor of 
Constant inojilc His skull, set in gold, the king used as a 
dniiking-eup, and ssas proud of displasmg it at great 
cntcrtninincnls An anecdote, illustratise of the barbarous 
manners of the Persians, is recorded bs' Mirza Sikander 
The Prince of IMazendcrrm ssho still held out against Shah 
Ismael, had been accustomed often to repeat, that he was 
vliollj in the interests of Shcibani IChan, and, using an 
idiomatic expression, that his hand was on the skirts of 
the Klian’s garment , meaning, that he clung to him for 
assistance and protection A messenger from Shah Ismael, 
nds’ancing into the presence of the prince while sitting in 
state m his court, addressed him, and said, that he never had 
been so fortunate as litcrallj to liaAC placed his hand on the 
hem of Shcibani Klian’s garment, but that now Slicibani’s 
hand was indeed on Ins , and, vitli these words, dashed the 
rigid hand of Shcibani Ivlian on the hem of the prince’s robe, 
and rushing through the midst of the astonished courtiers, 
mounted and escaped uninjured About a thousand - 
Uzbeks, with a number of women of rank, and children, fell 
into the hands of the Persians ® 

Shah Ismael, iinmcdiatclv after the battle, marched to

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Herat, the gates of whieh were opened to him He com- Siiahls- 
manded the divme service m the Mosques to be celebrated 
according to the Shia ntes, ■which he had introduced into rasan 
Persia, but met -with great opposition from the principal 
men of the place Enraged at this, he put to death the 
chief preacher of the Great Mosque, the Sheikh -ul-lslam, who 
was the cluef Musulman doctor and judge, with several of the 
most eminent dirunes, as a punishment for the obstinacy 
and contumacy with which they adhered to the old doctrines 
and ceremonies , and in the end found that it was a far 
easier matter to conquer a kingdom than to change the most 
msignificant religious opinions or usages of its inhabitants 

The transactions of the Uzbeks for some time after the Subsequent 
death of Sheibani IChan are not very distinctly detaUed, 

Jam Beg ^ appears to have succeeded to the immediate 
command of the Uzbek army, and, with him, Shah Ismael 
soon after concluded an agreement, by which it was stipu- 
lated that the Uzbeks should aU retire bej ond the Amu, 
which was to form the boundary between them and the 
Persians Abdallah lUian appears to have held Bokliara, 
wlide Taimur Klian,- the son of Sheibam ICliaii, reigned in 
Samarkand 

The defeat and death of Babur’s most inveterate foe, from Bubur 
whom all his misfortunes had originated, and by vhom 
he had been driven from the dominions of his forefathers, Hissfir 
now opened to him the fairest hopes of recovering the 
kingdoms of his father and imcles Khan Mirza, lus cousin, 
immediately on hearing of the death of Sheibani Khan, 
wrote to congratulate him on the event, and in-vited lum 
into Badakhshan , and Babur ha-ving, -without delay, shaival 
crossed the mountains from Kabul, united his forces -with a h 910 
those of the Mirza ^ He was m hopes that he might have jgJ’j ^ 
carried the important fort of Hissar by a sudden attack, and 
for that purpose ad-ranced across the Amu up to the walls

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of the place But the Uzbeks had already had leisure to 
rceover from the first effects of the consternation into which 
they had been thrown by their defeat , and the Governor of 
Uissar, aware that it was likely to be one of the first objects 
of attack, had collected a body of men, and put the to>vn in 
a jiosture of defence Though the loss of the Uzbeks m the 
battle had been great, their power was by no means broken 
There was no force left in Maweralnahcr from which they 
had anything to apprehend It is probable that they were 
speedily joined by numbers of volunteers, and by some 
wandenng tribes ^ from the deserts beyond the Sirr The 
provinces between that river and the Amu were too rich 
a prey to be casdy abandoned by brave and needy Tartars , 
But fails m so that B5bur, after advancing into the vicinity of Hissar, 
priso"^'*'^' that his strength was not adequate to the attempt, 

was compelled to abandon the enterprise, to re*cross the 
Amu, and retire towards liunduz 

bliatiLs- About this time Shah Ismael, who appears to have been 
baokm'*^* dibjioscd to cultivate the friendship of Babur, sent back, 
bur’s gistcr withau honourable rclinuc, that prince’s sister, KJiunzudch 
Begum, who had fallen into his hands along witli the other 
prisoners, after the defeat of Slieibuni lUian at Merv 'Jl'lie 
Begum had been left behind m Samarkand, when Bflbur, 
about ten years before, had been forced to abandon the town 
after defending it for five months She had been convcycrl 
into the haram ® of Shcibani Khan, w'lio had by her one son, 
to whom he gave the kingdom of Badakhslum, but who died 
young, two years after this tunc Shcibani IClian afterwards 
gave her in marriage to a man of no family, and much liclow 
her station ® She was now sent back liy Shah Ismael woth 
a conciliatory message, and Babur, who had been preparing 
to send an embassy of congratulation to that pnnee, 
embraced this opportunity of dispatching lUian Mirza with

congnitulntc liim on his Mclorj', and, at the same time, 
to dispose him to lend him some support m rcco\cring his 
former dominions ^ 

Babur soon after made a second march touards Hissar,® 
but, on hcanng that the Uzbeks had collected a large amij , 
he pnidcntlj retreated, his force not being adequate to 
meet them m the field, or to attempt the siege of Ilissfir ^ For 
some time he Avithdrcu uitli his force into the rugged and 
mountainous parts of the surrounding countr\, avhcnce, 
ha\ang watched the faaourablc moment of attack, he at 
length issued forth, defeated a bodj of the enemy aiatli 
great slaughter, and released Sultan itlirza and Jlalidi Mirzn 
Sultan, his maternal cousins,* who had fallen into their 
hands 

The embassy of IQian Mirza to Shah Ismael had been so 
successful that he now returned acconip inicd by a detach- 
ment of Persian au\ilinncs, sent by the King to the assist- 
ance of Babur, under the command of AJimcd Sultan Safavi, 
a relation of the Persian monarch, of Ah Mian Istijlu, 
and of Shahrokli Sultan, his sc il-l>carcr, an Afshlr,® bv 
whose co-opcration B'lbur defeated and slew JamsliTd

Encouraged hy tins prosperous state of his nffnirs, he 
resolved to attempt the conquest of Bokhara, vhich, since 
the death of Shcibrini KJinn, had been held by Obeidullnh 
Khnn nnd Ins Uzbeks > On his approach, they nbnndoncd 
the country nnd retired to Turkislan - Babur ndvniiccd up 
the river from Bokham, nnd v as soon m possession of Samar- 
kand, ns veil ns of the districts dependent on It, he entered 
It nbout the beginning of October 1511, ns a conqueror, 
and the hhittbch,^ or ])rnvcr for the sovereign, vns rend, 
nnd the com stnick in his name 

Having thus, for the third time, taken possession of 
Samarkand, he committed the government of ICabul to 
Nasir Mirzn, and dismissed the generals of Shah Ismael, 
after having ainjily rcvnrded them for thtir services *

Shah Ismael, on hearmg of these events, being probably 
apprehensive of a new Uzbek mvasion, sent Najm Sam 
Isfahani, one of his principal officers, with a large force, 
for the protection of Khorasan This general, without 
orders from his sovereign,* was wrought upon to march 
to the assistance of Babur , with whom havmg formed 
a junction, he enabled him to reduce first Ifhozar and next

IMirza Uzbek, with fifteen thousand men, including Uzbeks 
Massacre of and inhabitants, put to the sword The circumstances of 
a'd^'isis massacre disgusted Babur, who found that he was 
or begin condemned to play a subordinate part m the army that 
was professedly acting under his authonty He had 
ardently desired to save the inhabitants of the plaee, 
who were Chaghatai Turks of liis own race, and urgently 
besought Amir Najm to comply with his entreaties , but 
the unrelenting Persian was deaf to his wishes Moulana 
Banal the poet, one of the most eminent men of his time, 
who happened to be m the town, was slam durmg the 
confusion and tumult, with many Syeds and holy men ,

After these successes the army advanced to subdue the 
other countries still occupied by the Uzbeks, and laid siege 
to Ghajdewan, which lies not far ivcst of Bokliara, on the 
borders of the desert This fort was bravely defended, 
for four iiionlhb, by Muhammed Tainiur Sultan and AbQsaTd 
SulUin, uJio liad thrown themselves into it The Uzbeks 
well saw that Babur’s further progress would be fatal to 
their hopes of retaining possession of Maueralnahcr, and 
their other rich conquests All the Pnnees and Chief- 
tains in their alliance were therefore summoned, collected 
their forces, formed a junction, and marclicd from Bokliara, 
under the command of Obcidiillah lUinn and Jam Beg 
Sultan, against the invaders Muhammed Taimur Sul- 
tan, ha-snng issued from Ghajdewan, joined them in 
the field The battle, uhich was fought on Sunday, 
October 22, 1514,* uas long and desperate , but it was 
perfectly decisive TJic Uzbeks gamed a great victory 
Bairiim Klian, vho uas the ablest general of the Kizil- 
bashes, being wounded iMth an arrow and unhorsed, his 
fall occasioned the rout of the army The Uzbeks by a 
resolute charge broke llicir centre The Persian Chiefs, 
disgusted with the liaiiglily deportment and harsh inllcM. 
bihty of Aniir K.ijni, arc said not to has onfforded him

The chief le iders ncrc Yadgar Mir/«i, N i/er Minei, Mir 
Ajub, and Mir Muliiimincd, who fell upon Bfihiir In night, 
sliughtcrcd Kuch of his folloners as came m their mi\, 
and plundered and cimed off nhateser boot} thc\ eoiild 
find So unexpected was the attack, that B'lbtir himself 
mth diiriciilU escaped into the citadel of Hisslr m his 
night-clothes, not haeing c\rn had tune to put on his 
shoes , and so desperate had the situation of his affairs non 
become, that he had not a Iiojk left of being abk to rc\engc

Shall Ismael being a ivarm nnd zealous apostle of 
the Shla faith, a hilc Muarcralnaher, from the earliest ages 
of the Islam, aas ala ay's famous for the ortliodoxy of 
Its doctors and inhabitants The detestation aliicli the 
orthodov Sunnis of Miiweralnaher then bore to the heretical 
Shias of Persia was certainly increased by the persecutions 
at Herat , and it continues undimmished at the present 
hour, particularly among the Uzbeks, one of a'liom seldom

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Sheibani Khan was obliged to raise the siege of the citadel 
of Kandahar, to return to the reseue of his family m Nirelitu.^ 
Nasir Mirza, Babur’s youngest brother, who defended the 
place, had been reduced to great difficulties The departure 
of Sheibani Khan did not much improve his situation , for 
Shah Beg and Muldm remained m the neighbourhood, 
and, m a short time, so much straitened the joung pnnce, 
who, from the first, was but ill prepared for a siege, that 
he soon found it necessary to abandon the citadel of 
fifandahar, and return to the court of his brother Babur 
bestowed on him the government of Ghazni, an incident 
mentioned among the events of the year 918 The j'ear 
m which Babur came back from Kimduz to Kabul,* I have 
not discovered , hut his return was probably m the course 
of 921 ® Of the transactions of the three following years 
our accounts are very imperfect There is reason to believe 
that they were chiefly spent in an annual mvasion of the 
territory of ICandahar, the forts of which were defended 
by Shah Beg, though he did not venture to oppose the 
invaders m the field 

The fragment of Babur’s Memoirs which follows dc- 
scnbes his first mvasion of India, and also what Khafi 
Klian and Fenshta regard as the second It includes a 
period of only one year and a month Tlie Memoirs liere 
assume the form of a journal

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EVENTS OF THE YE^iR D 25 ^ 

On Monday,- the first day of the montli of Muharrcm, ^ j, 1520 
there was a \nolcnt earthquake m tlic lo^\cr part of tlie ^ 

valley, or julga of Chandul,^' winch lasted nearly half an mardScsIo 
astronomical hour Next morning I marched from this attacl. 
stage, for the purpose of attacking the fort of Bajour 
Having encamped near it, I sent a trustj’’ man of the 
Dilazak Afghans to Bajour, to require the Sultan of Bajour 
and his people to submit, and dcliacr up the fort That 
stupid and ill-fated set refused to do as they were advised, 
and sent back an absurd ansucr I therefore ordered the 
army to prepare their besieging inipiemcnts, scaling-ladders, 
and engines for attacking fortresses For this purpose ue 
halted one day m our camp 

On Thursday, the fourth of Muharrcm, I ordered the troops January 0 
to put on their armour, to prepare their weapons, and to 
moimt in readiness for action The left ivmg I ordered to 
proceed lugher up than the fort of Bajour, to cross the 
river at the ford, and to take their ground to the north 
of the fort , I ordered the centre not to cross the river, 
but to station themselves m the broken and high grounds to 
the north-west The right wang was directed to halt to the 
west of the lower gate VTien Dost Beg and the Begs of the

Both of them were ordered lo rcctist honorary' jircsents 
As the people of Bajour had nescr seen on\ matchlocLs, 
they at first were not in the least apprchcnsisc of them, 
so that when they heard the rciiorl of the matchlocLs, the\ 
stood opposite lo them, mockinp and making manj un- 
seemly and improjier gestures That same da>, Ustad Ah 
Kuli broupht down fisc men with his matchlock, and ^^nh 
Klifwin also killed two The rest of the matchlock-men 
likewise showed great courage, and behaved finely Quitting 
their shields, their mail, and their cow heads,* they plied 
their shot so well, that before evening, seven, eight, or ten 
Bajouris were brought dowm by them , after winch, the 
men of the fort were so alarmed, that, for fear of the match- 
locks, not one of them would venture to show his head 
As It was now evening, orders were given that the troops 
should be drawn off for the present, but should prepare the 
proper implements and engines for assaulling the fortress 
in the morning twilight 

January 7 On Friday, the fifth day of Muharrem, at the first dawn 
of light, orders were given to sound the kettle-drum for 
action The troops all moved forward, according to the 
stations assigned them, and invested the place TJic left 
wing and centre havung brought at once an entire Ulra from 
their trenches, applied the scaling-ladders, and began to

On Wednesday, the 10th of Muliarrem, I mounted and January] 
rode to the castle of Bajour, where we had a drinking party - 
m lihwajeh Kalan’s house The Khfers m the neighbourhood 
of Bajour had brought down wine m a number of skins 
The wines and fruits of Bajour are wholly from that part 
of Kaferistan which lies about Bajour I stayed there all 
night, and next morning surveyed the towers and ramparts 
of the fort , after which I mounted and rode back to the 
camp 

The morning after, I marched on, and encamped on the January 1 
banks of the river of Kliwajeh IQiizer ® Marching thence, January] 
I halted on the banks of the river Chandiil Orders were 
here issued that all such persons as had been named for the 
defence of the fort of Bajour should, without exception, 
repair to that place 

On Sunday, the 14th of Muharrem, having given Khwajeli Jammiy li 
Kalan a tagh * (or banner), I sent him back to the fort of

the district of Mandlsh, m the heart of the valley, on a 
iisuig ground, I erected a large siiffch, or terrace of stone, of 
such extent, that it could contain my large set of tents with 
tlic smaller set ^ usually sent m advance The stones of this 
work Avcrc wholly brought by my olTiccrs and the soldiers 

Malik Shah Mansur, the son of Malik Sidciman Shah, had 
come from the Yuscfzai Afghans with professions of sub- 
mission and of attachment to my interests In order to 
conciliate the Yuacfzais, I had asked his daughter m marriage 
At this encampment we learned that the daughter* of 
Shah Mansur Avas coming with the tribute of the Yuscf/>ais

them to Bajour I sent orders to the troops that had been 
left m Kabul to join me rnthout delay 

ceeded to KaboL The Kong received him well, but vas offended at 
heart, havmg received complamta from the Dilazaks, who were his 
favourite subjects, and who had bribed his ministers to procure the 
death of Ahmed The Gagianis, who had been enemies of ilahk 
Ahmed, but were now reconciled to him, gave him notice of the 
Kmg’s evil mtentions. He sent away the other Maliks, and stayed 
himselh The Kmg took his bow to shoot him Malik Ahmed 
bared his breast, that the King’s arrow might not bo impeded 
Babur was so pleased that he forgave him. 

Next year, Babur sent for Ahmed who sent his brother m his 
stead The Kin g was civil , but Ahmed from comparmg circum 
stances, surmised that he would attack them the year foUowmg 
He retired therefore, with his tribe, to the Mahoreh hills, which 
they strengthened, shuttmg up all the passes. 

The Kmg accordmgly set out for Swat. On his way he besieged 
a (Jebn fort, which was held by Mahk Haider Ah Gebn. Havmg 
taken it, he moved on to Manglor 
Babur, after searohmg m vam by his spies for a pass mto the 
Mahoreh hills, went himself m the disguise of a kalender, and was 
present at one of their feasts. The daughter of Mahk Ahmed 
observmg the stranger, sent him some provisions. Babur, captiv ated 
with her appearance and manners, fell m love with her, and, on his 
return back, sent to ask her m marriage. Ahmed consented and 
accompamed by aU his Maliks, waited on the King The lady, 
whose name was Bibi Mubankeh, so charmed Babur by her grace 
and conversation, that he renutted the revenue of her tnbe, and 
returned to Kabul. The Yusefzais, we are told then rose mto 
great power, and Babur raised to a very distmguished rank her 
brother, Mir Jamal, who accompanied him and her mto Hin dustan. 

The brother and sister both died m Akber’s time.

Early next mommg we marched towards the passage 
o^ er the Smd I dispatched ^Ilr Muhammed jdlehb&n ^ 
m ad'vance, ■with his brothers and some troops to escort 
them, for the purpose of e'vammmg the banks of the river, 
both above and below After sending on the armj' towards 
the nver, I myself set off for Sawati,- which they hkeivise 
call Karak-khaneh,^ to himt the rhmoceros We started 
many rhinoceroses,^ but, as the countrv' abounded in brush- 
wood, we could not get at them A she rhinoceros that had 
whelps,* came out and fled along the plam , many arrows 
were shot at her, but as the wooded groimd was near at 
hand she gamed cover We set fire to the brushwood, but 
the rhmoceros was not to be found We got sight of another,'* 
that, having been scorched m the fire, •was lamed and unable 
to run c We killed it, and eveiy one cut off a bit of it as 
a trophy of the chase Lea^cmg Sawati, after a wide and 
fatiguing circmt,^' we reached the camp about bed-tune

Next morning, bemg Thursday the 17th, “ rve crossed 
the ford ^ with our horses, camels, and baggage , the camp 
bazar and the infantry were floated across on rafts The 
same day the inhabitants of Nilab * waited on me, bnngmg 
anarmedhorse and three hundred shalirokhis.a as a peshkcsh 
As soon as we had got all our people across, that same day 
at noon-day prayers, we proceeded on our march, which 
we continued for one watch of the night, and halted at the 
river of Kacheh-kot Marching thence before day, we 
crossed the river of Kacheh-kot, and the same evenmg” 
surmounted the Pass of Sangdaki,^ and halted Syed Kasim 
Ishek-Agha, who brought up the rear guard, took a few 
Gujers who followed the camp, cut off some of their heads 
and brought them m 

Marclung at the dawn from Sangdaki, and crossmg 
the river Suhan ® about noon-day prayers, we encamped 
Our stragglers contmued to come m till midnight It 
was an uncommonly long and severe march, and as it nas 
made uhen our horses were lean and weak, it was peculiarly 
hard on them, so that many horses were worn out, and fell 
down by the waj"^ Seven kos from Behreh to the north,

This ICaldeh-Ivahur is a considerable place Ten kos from 
Behreh, in the middle of the hill of lud, there is a lc\cl plot 
of ground, in the centre of which is a large reservoir or lake, 
which receives the water’' from the surrounding hills, as 
well as the ram water, bj’ which it is frirelled to about a 
circumference of three kos On the north is tlie wlley of 
IChQbi , on the vest, on the skirts of the lull, is a spring of 
water, which rises m the high grounds that overhang the 
lake As the place suggested itself as suitable for such a 
purpose, I formed a garden on it, called the Bagh-e-salu 
(or Garden of Purity) It has an evtremely agreeable 
climate, is a verj"^ beautiful place, and will be mentioned

At dawn we set out from ICaldeh-ICahar On the verj’ top 
of the Pass of Hambatu - ve met, in different places, men® 
who were coming bnngmg m peshkeshes of small value, 
and tendering their submission These men I sent forward 
along with Abdal-Rahim Shaghuwal to Behreh, in order 
to reassure the people of the place , to tell them that these 
countries, from remote times, had belonged to the Turks,

man At this lime some chiefs of the Afghans enme with 
pe'thlcshc.t nnd tendered their submission I sent them 
on with Imnger IvJinn, for the jiurpose of msjiiring the 
inhnbitnnts of Behreh with confidence Unaing clcnrcrl 
the pass, nnd emerged from the wooded ground, I formed 
the nrmy m regular array, with right nnd left wmg and 
centre, nnd marched towards Behreh Wien w c had nearly 
reached that place, Dench Hindu, and the son of Siktu, 
who were scrsanls of Ah IQmn, the son of Doiilct Minn 
Yuscf-Kliail, ncconipanicd by the head-men of Bclireli, 
met us, bringing each a horse nnd camel as a peshkesh, 
and tendered their submission and service Noon-da^ 
prayers were over when we hnlted to the cast of Behreh, 
on the banks of the river Bcliat, on a green field of grass, 
without having done the people of Behreh the least mjuxj’ or 
damage 

History of From the time that Taimur Beg had invaded Hindustnn, 
again left it, these countries of Behreh, Khushab, 
time of Chenub, and Chmiot, had remained in the possession of the 
Tamerlane family of Taimur Beg, and of their dependants and^adlierents

On Wednesdav the 22iid, I sent for the head-men and 
chouderiH^ of Behrch, and apreed VMlh them for the sum 
of four luindrcd thousand sliahrolhit^ ns the ransom of 
their propertj , and collectors v\erc npjKuntcd to receive 
llio amount I then rode out to sec the coiintrj' eniharkcd 
m a boat, and ate a niaajfin I liad sent Ilnidcr Alcmdftr 
(the standard-bean r) to the Balfiehes,'’ v\ho were settled 
in the coiintrj of Behrch and ICluisird) Next mominp, 
hemp Thursdav, they came in with a bav Tijwlmk horse 
as a pcsMcs/i, and made their submission Having learned 
that the troops had exercised some seventies townnls the 
inhabitants of Behrch, and were using them ill, I sent out 
a party, who having seized a few of the soldiers that had 
been guillj of excesses, I put some of them to death, and 
slit the noses of some others, and made them be led about 
the camp m that condition As I reckoned the countries that 
had belonged to the Turks ns mj owai territories, I therefore 
admitted of no plundering or pillage 

People were alvvajs saving, that if ambassadors were to 
be sent in a fnendlj and peaceable way into the countries 
that had been occupied by the Turks, it could do no harm 
I therefore * dispatched Mulla Murshid to Sultan Ibralilm, 
whose father Sultan Iskander had died fiv'e or six months 
before,® and who had succeeded lus father m the empire

that, m our return, we were afraid we should not have been 
able to rejoin the camp I passed the stream that was m 
flood by swimming “ , the troops were extremely temfled 
Many of them leaving behind their tents and heavy baggage, 
and taking their coats of mail, horse furniture, and arms 
on their shoulders, after stripping their horses of all their 
harness, swam them across The whole plain was covered 
with water In the morning, many of the troops carried 
their tents and baggage across the inundation, in boats which 
they brought from the river Toward evening prayers,'’ 
Kuch Beg’s men, having gone about a kos higher up, 
discovered a ford, by which aU the rest of the army passed 
We remained one day in the fort of Behreh, which they call 
Jehan-numa,^ and on the morning of Tuesday we marched, 
and encamped on the rising grounds which skirt along Belueh 
towards the north, in order to escape the inconveniences of 
the rain and inundation Tlie mliabitants now began to 
contrive delays in paying the money which they had 
consented to give HaAung divided the country into four 
distncts, I ordered the Begs to use all diligence in collecting 
the whole contribution One distnct I gave m charge 
to Klialifeh, another to Kuch Beg, a third to Dost Nasir, the 
fourth to Syed Kasim and Muhibb Ah 

On Friday, the second of the month, Slieibak Piadeh and

Muhammed Ah and Tengri Berdi, who held the countries of 
Khost and Anderab ^ 

On Thursday the 23rd, Muliammed Ali Jeng-Jeng, whom 
I had left m the neighbourhood of ICacheh-Kot and liarluk,* 
districts which I had placed imder his control, came to me 
accompanied by Mirza Malvi ICarluk’s son, Shah Hussein 
and by some of Hati’s people 

This same day, Mulla Alt Jan, who had gone to Samar- 
kand to bring his family, having returned, waited on me 

Tlie Abdal-Raliman Afghans ’ had settled themselves 
within tlie limits of Gerdez, and did not pay tlieir taxes nor 
demean themselves peaceably Tliey molested tlie cara- 
vans both m coming and going In order to chastise these 
Afghans, and beat up their quarters, on Wednesday, the 
29th of Rajeb, I set out on an expedition against them 
We lialted and took some food in the neighbourhood of 
Tang 1 Waglichan , * and agam set out after noon-day 
prayers That night we lost our road, and -wandered 
a great deal to the south-east of Panjab shaklineh,* among 
hillocks and waste® groimds After a time -we agam found 
the road, passed the holal (hiU-deiUc) of Chaslimeh-c-tirch,® 
and about the time of morning prayers, reached the plain 
(descending to it by the valley of Yakishlik, on the side of 
Gerdez), and sent out our plundering parties to scour the 
country One detachment went out to plunder the country,

Next morning, we set out again on our progress, and after August 18 
ha\nng viSited and circumambulated the tomb of Kliwajeh 
Khan-Sald, embarked in a raft at Chineh Kurghaneh 
At the confiux of the nver Penjhir, where the lull juts out, 
the raft struck on a rock, and began to sink YTien the raft 
struck, the shock was so ^nolent, that Ruhdem, Tengri Kuli, 
and Mir Muhammed Jalehban, were tossed into the nver 
Rulidem and Tengn Kuh were dragged again into the raft 
with much difficulty A cluna cup with a spoon and cjmibal 
feUo verboard Putting off from thence, as we reached a place 
opposite to Sang-e-burldeh (the Cut-rock), the raft again 
struck on something in the midst of the stream, I know 
not whether the branch of a tree, or a stake, which had been 
dnven m for makmg a stop-water Shah Hassan Shah Beg 
went over on his back AVhile falling, he laid hold of Mirza

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Kuli Gokiiltusli, and drew him m along with him Dcnilsli 
Mnliammcd Surbiin likewise tumbled into the water

On Thursda}, the 13th of Ramzan, I set out on an Sept 8 
expedition for the purpose of repelling and chastising the 
Yusefzais, and halted at a valley** which lies near Deh- 
Yakub, on the ICabul side of that village As I v as mount- 
ing my horse. Baba Jan, my waitmg-mnn, having presented 
it in an awlovard manner,® I was angr}% and struck him 
a blow on the face with my fist, by vhich I dislocated m}’^ 
thumb I did not feel it much at the time , but when I had 
dismounted at the end of our march, it had become extremely 
painful For a long while I suffered excessively from it, 
and I was unable to wnte a single letter It got v ell, how- 
ever, at last 

At this station, one Kutlukdam,^ a foster-brother of 
my aunt, Doulet Sultan lUianum, arrived from ICashghar,

On Wednesday the 10th, we marched, and, passing by 
But-khik,i halted in the place \\ here we had been aceustomed 
to encamp on the banks of the But-khak river As Bamian, 
Kahmard, Gliuri, and the dislricls held by Kuch Beg, were 
much exposed, m consequence of the vicinity of the Uzbeks, 
I excused liim from accompanying the army , and at this 
station, presenting him with a turban winch I myself had 
worn, together with a complete dress of honour, dismissed him 
to his government 

On Friday the 21st, we halted at Badam-chashmeh 
Next morning, wc halted at Barlk-ab ^ I went and rode 
all round Karayul “ In the course of tins day’s march, we 
found honey m a tree Advancing, march after march, on 
IVednesday the 20th we halted at Bagh ^ All Thursday wc 
stayed at Bagh On Friday, we marched, and halted after 
passing Siiltanpur The same day, MTr Shah Hussain 
arrived from Ins government Bukhan and Musa, the chiefs 
of the Dilazaks, and the Dilazaks themselves, also arrived 
tins day I had intended to make an expedition against 
Sawad, m order to check the Yusefzais The Dilazak chiefs 
represented to me, that, in Hashnaghar, there were a great 
number of Ulus (or wandering tnbes), who had large 
quantities of com, and urged me to attack them After 
consulting, I finally arranged that, as there seemed to be

Afghans, with their families and property, were settled in 
B“ireh, where they had so^vn a great quantity of ricc,^ 
which had not yet been earned off the ground As I had 
fixed on plimdenng the country of the Yusefzai Afghans 
and Hashnaghar, I did not care to meddle with these others 
At noonday prayers, we had a dnnkmg partj' at the quarters 
of ICliwajeh Muhammed Ah During this pnn^ I sent to 
Ivhwujeh ICalan at Bajour, by llic hands of Sultan TirTilu 
a detailed account of our march into these countries On 
the margin of the letter I wTote the following couplet 

0, ZepIqT ! kindly say to tliot beautiful fawn — 

Thou hast condemned me to wander m the hills and deserts -i 

Marching thence at dawai, wc passed the defiles of ICliciber, 
and halted at Ah Masjid Marching again about noon-day 
pra>ers, and leasing the baggage to follow, uc reached the

Next mommg, havmg marched from the Sail ad river, ^ faept JO 
we crossed the Kabul river and halted Havmg summoned 
the Begs who were admitted to council, we held a consulta- 
tion, m which it was resolved to plimder the country of the 
Afridi Afghans, as had been proposed by Snltan Bayazid, 
to fit up the fort of Peshawer for the reception of their 
effects and com, and to leave a garrison m it Hmdu Beg, 
and the Mirzadehs ~ of Khost, jomed us at this station 
This day I took a maajun Derwish Muhammed Sarban, 
Muhammed Gokultash, and Gadai Taghai, the captam of 
the night-guard, were of the party We afterwards sent 
also for Shah Hassan After dinner, about afternoon 
prayers, we embarked on a raft We sent for Langer IQian 
Sari likewise to 30 m us on the raft About evenmg prayers 
we landed and returned to the camp 

Marching early m the mommg from the banks of the October L 
er, m execution of the plan which had been formed, and 
passmg Jam,3 we halted on reaching the mouth of the nver 
of Ah Masjid Abul Hashem Sultan Ah, who had followed 
us, reported, that on the eve of Arifeh,* he had, at Jui Shahi, 
met with a person who was come from Badakhshan, and 
who had informed him, that Sultan Said Khan was marchmg 
against Badakhshan, which had mduced him to hasten to

to put their property under sequestration, and to send me 
an account of nhat was done I also desired them to imte 
nunutely, and send by some swift person whatever infor- 
mation had been received from Badaklishan TJiat night 
we continued marclung till midnight, and halted a httlc 
beyond Sultanpur , from winch place, after having taken 
a short sleep, we mounted again The quarters of the 
Ixhizer-Ivhail extended from Bahilr and Maslkli-kiram® as 
October 3 far as Ivara-su “ The mormng had dawned when we came

Iind llicni in c\nellv llie snmc inripcrfccf slnlc in A\]iioh thcA 
Imvc come flo^\n to our limes, nnd the recapitulation 
of previous events vvliicli llic IVIcmoirs themselves contain, 
in the beginning of the account of the transactions of the 
year 032 of the Ilijirn, seems to confirm the same supposi- 
tion , since, had an account of all the transactions of the 
si\ preceding years been given hj vvaj of journal, it would 
hav'c rendered the recapitulation, by which the historv

The expedition against the Yfiscfzais nnd refractorv 
Afghans, which is described by Babur in the end of the 
5 car 02^, and from which he vs as recalled bv the events 
in Badaklishun, is regarded by Fenshta ns his second ' 
expedition into Hindustan , but Babur himself does not 
intimate that he had anv intention at that time of crossing 
the Indus It appears, howev er, that P&shuvvcr, or Bekr’im 
as well ns a great part of the countrj west of the Indus 
were anciently regarded as belonging to India , whence the 
inaccuracy apparent on this subject among the writers of 
Hindustan may perhaps in part jirocecd Indeed, Babur 
himself informs us, that Kandahar was formerlv regarded as 
the boundary between Hindustan nnd IHiorasan I am not 
however, convinced tliat Biibur reckoned this as one of his 
invasions of Hindustan 

His third Babur’s third expedition against Hindustan appears to

Ahm Ivlinn took leave, all tlie Sultans and IQians of the 
Uzbeks had ad%'anced and blockaded Balkli , so that, 
immediately on his departure for Hindustan, I vas obliged 
to set out for that city Alim Ivhan, on reaching Lahore, 
insisted with such of my Begs as were in Hindustan, that 
the Emperor had ordered them to march to his assistance, 
and that they must accordingly accompany him , that it 
had been concerted that Ghazi Khan should liken ise join 
lum, and that they nere all in conjunction to march upon 
Delhi and Agra The Begs answered, that, situated as 
things were, thej’^ could not accompany Ghazi IQian nith 
any kind of confidence , but that, if he sent to court his 
younger brother Haji IGian, with his son, or placed them in 
Lahore as hostages, their mstructions would then lea\ c them 
at hberty to march along mth him , that othenvise they 
could not , that it ivas onlj^ the other day that Alim lUian 
had fought and been defeated by Ghazi IChan, so that no 
mutual confidence was to be looked for betv een them , and 
that, altogether, it was by no means advisable for Alim 
IChan to let Ghazi Klian accompany hmi m the expedition 
^^Tiatever expostulations of tins nature they emploj’’ed in 
Older to dissuade Ahm IQian from prosecutmg lus plan, 
were all ineffectual He sent his son Sher IHian to confer 
with Doulet IHian and Ghazi lOian, and the parties them-

to be detamed in custody The rest were delivered to 
vanous persons for the purpose of levying contnbutions on 
them, and their ransoms ivcre fixed after Dilaiver IGian’s 
opimon had been taken Several were liberated on securi- 
ties , several Avcrc comimtted to pnson and close custody 
ICitteh set out n itli the pnsoners He had reached Sultanpur 
Avhen Doidet IQian died I gave the fort of l^Iilwat to 
Muliammed Ah Jeng-Jeng, who left Ins elder brother

a very pleasant dale, and there are meadows aU along the

soldiers into the toivn and suburbs, and closing up all the 
streets, put them in a defensible state As these IChans 
and Sultans rvere perfectly % ersed m the proper tunes and 
seasons for attacking and retirmg, they perceived that vre 
ivere resoh ed to defend Hissar to the last drop of our blood, 
and had fortified it under that idea , and seeing no hopes of 
succeeding in their enterprise, fell back by Bundak Che- 
ghaman “ But j ou must not judge of our present enenues 
by those vrho ivere then opposed to us They have not 
abihty to discnmmate when it is proper to advance and 
when to retreat ’ God brought everj’tlung to pass favour 
ably It happened as I foretold Durmg the seven or eight 
days that we remamed in Pampat, a \ ery' small party of my 
men, advancing close up to their encampment and to their 
^ astly superior force, discharged arrows upon them ® They 
did not, however, move, or make any demonstration of 
salljung out At length, induced by the persuasions of some 
Hindustam Amirs, m my mterest, I sent Mahdi Khwajeh, 
iNIuhammed Sultan Mirza, Add Sultan, Khosrou Shah, 
iMir Hussam, Sultan Juneid Birlas, Abdal-aziz, the master 
of horse (ilfir aKJiiir), Muhammed Ah Jeng-Jeng, Kutluk 
Kadem, Wah Khazm, Muhibb Ah IChalifeh, Muhammed 
Bakhshi, Jan Beg, and Karakuzi, with four or five thousand 
men, on a night attack They did not assemble properly 
m the first instance and as they marched out m confusion, 
did not get on well The day dawned, yet they continued 
lingering near the enemy’s camp toll it was broad dayhght,

troops as had never before ivitnessed an alarm of the kmd, 
V ere m great confusion and dismay In a short time, ho^\\ 
ever, the alarm subsided 

By the tune of early mormng prayers, when the hght was 
such that you could distmgmsh one object from another,^ 
notice was brought from the advanced patrols that the 
enemy were advancmg, drawn up m order of battle lYe too 
immediately braced on our helmets and oim armour, and

a of mj troops, and finding them drawn up in the order 
and nitli the defences that haxe been mentioned, the\ •ucrc 
brought up and stood for a while, as if considering, ‘ Shall n c 
halt or not? Shall ncadxance or not?’ They could not halt, 
and thej ere unable to adc ance wth the same speed as before 
I sent ordersto the troops stationed as flankers on the extremes 
of the nght and left dixasions, to nheel round the encnij s 
flank mth all possible speed, and instantly to attack them 
in the rear , ^ the nght and left dmsions Avere also ordered 
to charge the cnemj Tlie flankers accordingly heeled on 
the rear of the enemy, and began to make discharges of

purpose jMustafa, the cannoneer, on the left of the centre, 
managed his artillery with great effect The nght and left 
divisions, the centre and flankers havmg surrounded the 
enemy and taken them m rear, were now engaged in hot 
conflict, and busy pounng in discharges of arrows on them 
They made one or two very poor charges on our nght and left 
divisions My troops, malanguseoftheirbows,phedthemivith 
arron s, and dro\ e them in upon their centre The troops on 
the nght and left of their centre, bemg huddled together 
m one place, such confusion ensued, that the enemy, nhile 
totally imable to advance, found also no road by nhich 
thev could flee The sun had mounted spear-high when tlie 
onset of battle began, and the combat lasted till mid-daj , 
■when the enemy were completely broken and routed, and 
my friends \'ictonous and exidtmg By the grace and 
mercy of Ahmghty Gkid, this arduous undertaking was 
rendered easy for me, and this mighty army, m the sjiace 
of half a day, laid m the dust Five or six thousand men 
vere discovered lying slam, in one spot, near Ibrahim 
We reckoned that the number lying slam,’' in different parts 
of this field of battle, amounted to fifteen or sixteen thou- 
sand men On reachmg Agra, we found, from the accounts 
of the natives of Hmdustan, that forty or fifty thousand meu

That very day I direeted Humaiun Abrza, Ivhwajeh Ivalun, 
Muhammedi, Shah Mansur Birlas, Yums All, .'Abdallali, aud 
Wah Khazm, to set out rnthout baggage or encumbrances 
and proceed with aU possible expeibtion to occupy Agra, 
and take possession of the treasuries I at the same tmie

On Fndny, the 22nd of Rajeb, I lialted in tlie suburbs 
of Agm, it the palace of Suleiman Fermfih As tlus position 
was 1 erj fir from the fort, I ncKt morning moved and took 
up mi quarters at tlie palace of Jahll lOiiin Jighat The 
people of the fort had put off Humuiun, who ami ed before 
me, with excuses , and he, on his part, considering that they

According to the most ancient 
Indian authontics, in the extreme north west of India, m Kashmir, 
Kashgar, and the Western Panjab, there was a group of tnbes, one 
of which was called Khas, and whose people were looked niKm as 
Kshatnyas of Aryan ongin, but who had become MUchchas, or 
Barbanans, by thoir non obson anco of the rules for catmg and 
drinking Their speech belonged to the Pisacha group of languages. 
Plmy called them Kaairt, and accused thorn of being cannibals 
Tho tnbutc they brought was Tibetan gold dust, or ant gold, as 
recorded by Herodotus. Their descendants at the present day arc 
the lOiakhas of the Jhclura VaHo^', tho Kanots of Kangra and Kulu, 
tho Kbaaias ol Kumaon and GarhwSl, and tho Khas, or ruling caste 
of Nepal The dcnvation of tnlr is unknown, though tho same 
suffix m Ajmir is said to mean a hilL

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Though Hindustan contains so many provinces,® none of 
them has any artificial canals for irngation It is iratercd 
only by nvers, though in some places, too, there is standing 
water i Even in those cities which are so situated as to 
admit of digging a water-course, and thereby bringing water 
mto them, yet no water has been brought in There may 
be several reasons for this One of them is, that water is 
not absolutely reqinsite for the crops and gardens The 
autumnal crop is nounshed by tlie rains of the rainy season 
It IS remarkable that tliere is a spnng crop even though no 
ram falls ® They raise^water for the young trees, till they 
are one or two years old, by means of a water-wheel or 
buckets , after that time it is not at all necessary to water 
them Some vegetables they water ’’ In Lahore,^ Debal-

he makes use of these tusks, which they call dj ^ The tusks 
are highly valued by the Hindus The elephant is not 
covered with hair or wool ® like other animals “ The natives 
of Hmdustan place great rehance on their elephants , in 
their armies, every division has mvanably a certain number 
■with it The elephant has some valuable quahties it can 
carry a great quantity of baggage over deep and rapid 
torrents, and passes them with ease , gun-camages, which 
it takes four or five hundred men to drag, two or three'’ 
elephants draw without difficulty But it has a great 
stomach, and a single elephant will consume the gram of 
seven or fourteen ® camels 

The rhinoceros is another This also is a huge ammal Its 
bulk is equal to that of three buffaloes The opinion preva-

The orange here de- 
scribed was probably the Khatla {Otlrus auranhnm Lhatta), which is 
a dehcate fruit easily spoiled, pale yellow m colour, with a thick skm 
and acid pulp Kima is a synonym for this species of orange, or it 
may be a local variety 

Suntara (a loose skinned variety — Otlrus auTanittim stnense 
gallesto) is one of the two mam branches mto which the sweet, or 
sub acid, oranges of India are divided, the other bemg the Malta or 
Portugal orange {Citrus aitranlium stnense rumphins), which is close 
skinned 

The Kamilah (a corrupt form of Keonia), and Naringi, form 
another class of sweet oranges closely aUied to tho Snniara family 
Both these are redder, rougher, and smaller than the Suntara 

The Turang and Bajattra {Citrus inedtca) belong to the citron 
(proper) class The former has a very thick skm, and a dry sour pulp 
of small dimensions, the white part of the skm bemg plentiful and 
sweet. The latter has a thumer skm, larger pulp, and abundant 
acid juice. 

The Jliambin, though often grouped with limes, may be classed as 
‘ an acid Citrus with rather orange charactenstics, and resembles the 
Suntara and Keonia m the general character of the frmt and fohage ’

It is singular, that, when I set out 
from liabul this last time, I had raised many of low rank 
to the digmty of Beg, m the expectation, that if I had 
chosen to go through fire and water, they would have 
followed me back and forward without hesitation , and that 
they u ould hai e accompamed me cheerfully, march where 
I would It never surely entered my imagmation that they 
acre to be the persons who were to arraign mj measures, 
nor that, before nsing from the council, they should show 
a detenruned opposition to everj' plan and opimon which 
I proposed and supported m the council and assembly 
Though they behaved ill, 5 et Ahmedi Perwanclu and Wall 
Khazin behaved still worse From the time we left Kabul,

cherished expectations, and instructed his envoy to make 
demands, far beyond what he was able to command 
I returned him a sharp answer by the man whom he sent 
to treat, and made every exertion to collect whatever was 
necessary for the siege 

I sent Baba Kuli Beg to Muhammed Zeitun ^ mth letters, 
m which menaces were mixed with conciliation He like- 
wise made excuses to waste the time, and practised a vanctv 
of artifices 

Although Rana Sanka,* the Pagan, when I was m ICabul, 
had sent me an ambassador with professions of attachment, 
and had arranged with me, that, if I would march from that 
quarter into the vicinity of Delhi, he would march from the 
other side upon Agra , yet, when I defeated Ibrahim, and 
took Delhi and Agra, the Pagan, dunng all my operations, 
did not make a single movement After some time, he 
advanced and laid siege to ICandar,® the name of a fort 
wluch was held by Hassan, the son of Makan Hassan 
Makan had several times sent me envoys, though Makan 
himself had not waited on me with his submissions The 
forts around, such as Btawa, Dhulpur, Gwahar, and Biana,^ 
were not yet in my possession The Afghans to the eastward 
were in a state of rebellion and contumacy , they had even 
advanced two or three marches from ICanau] towards Agra, 
and had then encamped and fortified their position I was 

a refusal of his demands

Hussain Khan, who yas in possession of Raberi,i being Raben 
seized with a panic, abandoned the place, and made his 
escape I bestowed it upon Muliammed Ah Jeng-Jeng med Ali 
I had several times summoned Kutb IQian, who was in Jens 
Etawa, to come out and wait upon me , but he neither 
waited upon me nor surrendered the fort I now bestowed Mahdi 
the fort of Etawa on Mahdi Khwajeh, and sent along iiath 
him Muhammed Suit m Mirza, Sultan I^Iiihammed Duldai, 
Muhammed Ah Jeng-Jeng, Abdal-azTz, the master of horse, 
ivith some other Begs, several of my inferior Begs and 
adherents, and a number of other troops,'* to occupj the 
place I had lately bestowed Kanavij - on Sultan Muhani- 
med Duldai , but, in the meanwhile, I ordered him also to 
march against Etawa, accompanied by Firoz IChan, Mah- 
mud Khan, Sheikh Bayezid, I^zi Jia, and the Begs of their 
party, to whom I had shown great favour, and gl^en 
pergannas on the side of Purab 

Muhammed ZeitOn continued m DhuJpur, and, under Dhulpur 
vanous false pretences, would neither leave the place nor 
make his submission I bestowed Dhulpur" on Sultan Juneid 
Juneid Birlas, and appointed Adil Sultan, Muhammedi 
Gokultash, Shah Mansur Birlas, Kutluk Kadem, Wah Jan 
Beg, Abdallah, Pir Kuh, and Shah Hussain Bargi, to proceed 
against that place, givmg them instructions to assault and 
take it by storm, and to dehver it mto the custody of Sultan 
Juneid Birlas , after whieh they were to march against Biana

closer up to us , that to repulse them should be our first 
object , and they therefore begged to be led against that 
enemy llumuiun represented that it w as quite unneccssars 
for the Emperor to 'accompany the expedition, and askotl 
to be permitted to undertake the semcc All ha\ ing agreed 
in tins plan, and the Turki Begs, ns well as those of Hind, 
being jilcascd with the arrangement, it was settled that 
Iluniaiun should march towards the cast, with the armies

stone palace I next finished the garden of the pnsate pala« 
apartments, and the apartments themsches, after which 
I completed the baths In tins waj , going on, without 
neatness and without order, in the Hindu fashion, I, howe\ er, 
produced edifices and gardens winch possessed considerable 
rcgulants In e\cry corner I planted suitable gardens , 

So it ivas that m this country of India so devoid of charm, and 
naturally so lacking m order, I succeeded in making gardens full of 
beauty and symmetry

EVENTS OF THE YEAR 033 

In the month of Midiarrem.^ Beg Weis arrived villi news

25th of Muharrem,’’® vc went to see Ustad All Kuh cast his 
gun Around the place® where it was to be cast were eight 
forges,'' and all the implements in readiness Below each 
forge they had formed a channel, wliicli went down to the 
mould in winch the gun was to be cast On iny arrival, tlicy 
opened the holes of all the difTcrcnt forges TJic metal 
flowed down by each channel in a liquid state, and entered 
the mould After waiting some time, the flowing of the 
melted metal from the various forges ceased, one after 
another, before the mould was full TJicrc was some over-

having previously assigned pergannas in Gwahar to the 
whole party I likewise sent along with them Midla Apuk 
and Sheikli Guren, who were directed to return after 
establishing Rahlmdad in Gwahar MTien they got near 
Gwahar, Tatar IQian liad changed Ins nund, and would not 
suffer them to enter the fort At this period Sheikh Mii- 
hammed Ghaus, well known as a Denvish, and celebrated 
for Ins jiicty, and whose followers and disciples are ■very 
numerous, sent a man from the fort to Rahiradad, to advise 
Imn to jirocure admission any way that he could , that Tatiii 
IGian’s intentions were dianged, and that now he was re- 
solved to hold out “ Rahlmdad, on receiving this informa- 
tion, sent in notice that he was afraid to remain without, from 
dread of the pagans and proposed that he should be alloiv cd 
to enter the fort with a few of his men, while the rest stayed 
■without the walls After much entreaty, Tatar IQian as- 
sented to this arrangement Rahlmdad had no sooner 
secured his own admission, and that of a few of his men, than 
he requested that some of his people might be permitted to 
attend attliegatc,'' whicli was granted , and accordingly some 
of Ins people were stationed at the Ilathipol, or Elephant- 
gate Tliat very night he introduced the whole of his men

whom I sent to Dhulpur 

In the neighbourhood of Hissar-Firozeli, Hamid IQian The Pain 
Sarangkham, and a party of tlie Pam Afglians, having 
collected a number of Afghans and others from the coimtnes Hissar 
around, to the number of three or four thousand men, ^aozeb 
were in a state of open and active revolt 
On Wednesday the 15th of Safer, I ordered ChinTaimur Nor 21 
to take TOth him Sultan Ahmedi Perwanchi, Abul Fateh 
Turkoman, 'Malikdad Karrani, and Mujahid Ivhan Jlultam, 
and to proceed ivith a light-armed force against these 
Afghans They accordingly set out, and advancing® by 
a cmeuitous road, fell upon tlic Afghans, whom they com- 
pletely touted, and killed a number of men, whose heads Defeated

out of fifty or si-s.ty cooks, four were chosen and retained 
The lady, having heard the circumstance, sent a person 
to Etawa to call Ahmed, the taster, whom the Hm- 
dustams call bekdtvel,’^ and dehvered into the hands of 
a female slave a tola^ of poison, wrapped up m a folded 
paper, desiring it to be given to the taster Ahmed Ahmed 
gave it to a Hindustam cook® who was in my kitchen, 
seducmg him with the pronuse of four pergannas, and 
desinng lum,'* by some meana or other, to throw it mto my 
food She sent another female slave after the one whom she 
had desired to carry the poison to Ahmed, in order to observe 
if the first slave dehvered the poison or not It was fortu- 
nate that the poison was not thrown mto the pot, it nas 
throivn mto the tray He did not tlirow it into the pot, 
because I had stnctly enjomed the tasters to watch the 
Hmdustams, and they had tasted the food m the pot wlule 
it was cookmg When they were dishmg the meat, my 
graceless tasters ^ were inattentive, and he threw it upon a 
plate of tlun shoes of bread , he did not throw above one-half 
of the poison that was m the paper upon the bread, and put

On Monday, the 9Lh of the first Juniada, I began my march 
to the holy Avar against the heathen Having passed the 
sidjurbs, I encamped on the plain, v here I halted three or 
four daj's, to collect the army and communicate the neccssarA 
instructions As I did not place great reliance on the men 
of Hindustan, I employed their Amirs m making desultorv 
excursions in different directions Alim Ixhan was directed 
to proceed with a hght force to Gwahur, to carry assistance 
to Rahlmdad, while I appointed Makan, Kasim Sambah, 
Hamid with his brothers, and Muliammed Zeitfin, to proceed 
with a light-armed party towards Sambal 

At this station we received information that Rana Sanka 
had pushed on with all his army nearlj' as far as Biana The 
party that had been sent out in advance were not able to 
reach the fort, nor even to commumcate with it The 
garrison of Biana had advanced too far from the fort, and 
with too little caution, and the enemy having unexpectedly 
fallen upon them in great force, completely routed them 
Sanger IHian Janjillieh fell on tlus occasion Wlien the 
affair began, liitteh Beg came galloping up without liis 
armour, and jomed m the action He had dismoimted 
a pagan, and ivas in the act of laying hold of him, when the 
Hindu, snatching a sword from a servant of Kitteh Beg, 
struck the Beg on the shoulder, and wounded him so severely 
that he was not able to come mto the field durmg the rest of 
the war against Rana Sanka He, however, recovered long 
after, but never was completely well Kasinu, Shah Mansfir 
Birlas, and every man that came from Biana, I know not 
whether from fear, or for the purpose of striking a panic 
into the people, bestowed imbounded praise on the courage 
and hardihood of the pagan army 

Marclung hence,’’ I sent forward Kasim, the master of 
horse, with the pioneers, to open a number of wells m the 
perganna of Madhakflr, which was the place where the amij’ 
was to encamp

to get notice of the motions of the pagans They aceordingly 
set out by night, and ne-d; mormng returned -mth informa-

I again received him mto favour, and bestowed on lum 
a perganna of several laks for his support I had bestowed 
on Khosrou ^ an allowance and estabhshment of fifty laks,* 
and nommated him to the government of Alwar, from 
a supposition that, durmg the battle, he had performed 
a certain very important piece of service As lus ill luck 
would have it, he put on airs and refused the boon I after- 
wards discovered that the service had not been performed 
by him, but by Chin Taimur Sultan I bestowed on Sultan

when all, small and great, took the oath, I had told them, 
that after conquermg this enemy, I had no objection to 
any one’s returmng home, and would give leave to as many

nauseous and unpalatable Afternoon prayers were passed, Roaches 
Avhen I abglited at a garden and palace which I had hhulpur 
directed to be laid out, within a kos of Dhulptir, to the 
west Tlus place, on whidi I had given orders for building 
a palace, and laying out a garden, lies on the extremity 
of the brow'’ of a lull The steep where the hiU terminates. Works 
IS composed of a sohd red stone, fit for hewing I directed the 
hill to be cut down as low as the ground, and if a block of 
sohd stone was found of sufficient size to adimt of being 
cut mto a house, that it should accordingly be excavated, 
and hewn into a house , if the stone had not sufficient depth 
for that purpose, that then they should hew doivn the rock 
into a level flat form, and excavate it mto a tank The 
stone of the hill was found not to be lugh enough, to admit 
of a house bemg excavated, out of a single block I there- 
fore directed Ustad Shah Muhammed, my stone-cutter, to 
inake an octagonal covered tank on the top of the sohd 
rock, which had been hewn mto a platform ^ The stone- 
cutters were ordered to work mcessantly To the north of 
the place m which I desired this tank to be hollowed out 
of the sohd rock, there are a number of mango, jdman, and 
of other lands of trees In the middle of these trees I had 
ordered a weU to be dug, ten gaz by ten, and it was nearly 
completed The water of this well flows mto tlie tank that 
has been mentioned On the west*! of this well, Sultan 
Sikander had raised a mound, on which he had bmlt houses 
Above the mound, the waters of the rainy season are 
collected, and a large tank has been formed ' The tank 
is surrounded by a hill ® To the east of the tank ' I directed 
that they should hew, out of the sohd rock, a platform 
and seats for resting I directed a mosque to be built to 
the west of it

I stayed all Tuesday and Wedircsday to examine and gn i 
directions concerning these avorks On Thursday I again 
set out, and crossed the nver Clianibal , I spent the time 
of noon-day prayers on the banks of the nver, and, between 
noon-day and afternoon prayers, again mounted and left 
tlie banks of the Chambal , and ha\nng jiassed the nver 
ICawan between evening and bed-time prayers, I lialtcd 
The nver was much swelled by the ram , we made them 
swim our horses aeross, and we ourselves passed m a wherry 
Next morning, being Fnday, the 10th of Muharrem, the Id- 
e-Aashureh,^ I set out again, and passed the noon at a village 
on the road About bcd-timc prayers I alighted at a 
Charbiigh, a kos from Gwahar, to the north, whieh I had 
last year ordered to be laid out Next mormng, before ® 
noon-day prayers, 1 mounted, and rode out to \asit the 
rising grounds * to the north of Gwahar, and having seen 
them and the chapels and rehgious places,'’ I entcreil 
Gwahar by the Hutipul gate," wlucli is close by Rajah 
Mansing’s palace, and proceeded to Raja Bikermajlt’s 
palace, where Rahimdad had resided, and abghted there 
just as afternoon prayers were over The same mght, on 
account of the pain in my car, and as it was moonshine,'* 

I took some opium. Next mormng, the sickness that 
followed the effects of the opium was very oppressive, 
and I vomited a good deal In spite of my sickness, I n ent 
over all the palaces of Mnnsing and Bikermajlt Thej' 
arc singularlv beautiful palaces, though built in different

]iassagc, which is not at all visible from without , and even 
iwtliin the palace no entrance to it is seen , the light is 
admitted in several places It is a very singular road 
Having visited these palaces, I mounted my horse again 
and went to the college founded by Ralumdad I also 
walked through the garden wluch he had formed, on the 
banks of the large tank, to the south of the fort, and amved 
late at the ,Chrirbagh, where our people were encamped 
Tliere were many flowers m this garden, and particularly 
very fine red kanlTS * m great numbers The hanlrs of this 
country resemble the peach flower Tlie kantr of Gwahar 
IS red, and of a beautiful colour I took some red hanfri 
from Gwahar, and planted them in the gardens at Agra 
On the southern lull'' is a large tank,® in which the water 
that falls in the rainy season is collected To the west of 
the tank is a lofty idol temple * Sultan Shamseddin.

Nevt morning, about noon-day prayers, I mounted, Sept 28 
for the purpose of seeing such places about Gwahar as I had 
not previously insited, and went to the palace called Badal- 
ger,- on the outside of Mansing’s fort , after seeing which 
we entered by the Hatipul gate, and went to visit a place 
named Adwa ^ Tlus Adwa is a vallej^ tint hes west of the Valley of 
fort Though it hes on the outside of the wall which is 
earned round the top of the lull, >et the mouth of the 
valley is closed up by two lofty ramparts, the one within 
the other The height of these works is nearly tlurty or 
fort}’ gaz The inner rampart is the longest and highest 
and IS connected at both its extremities with the walls of the 
fort From the middle of this wall, but lower than it, 
another rampart has been begun, but is not a perfect 
defence It was made as a covered wav to a water-nm “ 

In the middle of it they have made a tvaln,^ for the supply 
of water , a staircase of ten or fifteen steps conducts down 
to the water The road passes, from the greater rampart, 
along the one that has the xoaln withm it Above its gate 
IS the name of Sultan Shamseddin Altamsh, sculptured m

with offers of submission and allegiance, expressing a hope 
that he would be allowed seventy laks^ as an annmty 
'Hie bargain was concluded, and it was settled that, on 
dehvenng uji the fort of Rantambhor, he should have 
pergannas assigned him equal to what he had asked After 
niakuig this arrangement, I sent back his messengers 
TOien I went to survey Gwabar, I made an appomtment 
to meet his men m Gwaliar They were several days later 
than the appointed tunc Asuk, the Hmdu, had himself 
been mth Padmawati,'’ Bikermajit’s mother, and had ex- 
jilamed to the mother and son everything that had passed 
They approved of Asuk’s proceedings, and agreed to make 
the proper subnussions, and to rank themselves among my 
subjects VNTien Rana Sanka defeated Sultan Mahmud 
and made him pnsoner,- the Sultan had on a splendid 
crown-cap ® and golden girdle, which fell mto the hands of 
the pagan, who, when he set Sultan IMahmud at hbertj% 
retamed them They were now with Bikermajit His elder 
brother Rattansen, who had succeeded his father as Rana, 
and who was now in possession of Chitfir, had sent to desire 
liis jounger brother to dehver them up to liim, which he 
refused to do By the persons who came from him to v ait 
on me, he now sent ° me this crown and golden girdle, and

On Thursday, the 4th of the latter Rabia, I directed Dec 17 
Chikmak Beg, by a ■writing under the royal hand and seal,® 
to measure the distance from Agra to Kabul , that at ^ be buil 
every nme kos he should raise a minar, or turret, twelve 
gaz m height, on the top of whieh he was to construct 
a pa^vihon ® , that, every ten kos,^ he should erect a yam, 
or post-house, which they call a dak-choki, for six horses , 
that he should fix a certam allowance as a pro^vision a d 1528 
for the post-house keepers, couriers, and grooms, and for 
feeding the horses , and orders were given, that wherever 
a post-house for horses was built near a khdlseh or impenal 
demesne, they should be furmshed from thenee ■with the 
stated aUowanees , that if it was situated m a perganna,

and MuUas On my left, at an interv'al of five or si\ gaz,® 
were seated Muhammed Zeman Mirza, Autenk'’ Itmish 
Sultan, Sj'^cd RafI, Syed Rumi, Sheikli Abul Fateh, 
Shcikli Jamah, Sheikh Shahabeddin Arab, and Syed Dakni 
The Kizilbash, Uzbek, and Hmdu ambassadors were 
present at this feast An awning was erected at the 
distance of seventy or eighty gaz® to the right, in vhicli 
the Kizilbash^ ambassadors were placed, and Yunis All 
Mas selected from the Amirs to sit beside them At the 
same distance on the left, in like manner, the Uzbek am- 
bassadors Mere stationed, and Abdallali was selected from

On Fnday, wlulc there was still one gari of the first 
watch * remaining, I set off from DhulpQr, and the sun was 
not set when I had alighted, and passed the nver <* 

On Tuesday the ICth, a man who had been in the battle 
between the lOzilbushes and Uzbeks, a servant of Dev 
Sultan, came and gave an account of the engagement 
He informed me, that the battle between the Uzbeks and 
Turkomans was fought on tlie Roz-i-Ashur, in the neighbour- 
hood of Jam and Khirgird, and lasted from the first twilight'* 
till noon-day prayers The Uzbeks were three hundred 
thousand m number , the Turkomans, accordmg to their 
oivn account, amounted to only forty or fifty thousand, 
but, from their array, had the appearance of amountmg 
to a himdred thousand , while the Uzbeks made their own 
army amount to only one hundred and five thousand The 
Kizilbashes engaged, after having placed their guns, 
artillery,® and musketeers in order, and fortified their 
position, according to the tactics of Rum ’ , they had two 
thousand artillery-men ® and six thousand matchlock-men

no doubt that cvc^^ thing will go on m a satisfactorj' manner, 
and successfully*’’ Though I had rccciecd this answer 
from Sultan Juncid, \ct ns Mulla Muhaninicd Marhab, who, 
after the holj war against hanka the Pagan, liad been sent 
on an embassj to Bengal, was daih evpccted back, I waited 
till I could hear his account also of the state of things 

On Friday Uic 10th, I had taken a maajfm, and was 
sitting with a few of mj particular intonates in my pn\ntc 
apartments, when Mulln Muhnnimed Mn/hab arnsed , and, 
on the c\cning of the same dnj, being Snturdaj c\c, lie 
came and waited upon me I inquired miniitclj and in 
detail into all the affairs of that quarter, one after another , 
and learned tliat Bengal was in a state of perfect obedience 
and tranquillity 

On Snturda\,<’ I called the Tfirki nobles and those of 
Hind into nij pn\ ate apartments, and held a consultation 
with them It was obscr\ctl, that the Bengalis lind sent an 
ambassador, and were submissne and quiet , that it was, 
therefore, qiutc unnecessary for me to proceed to Bengal , 
that if I did not go to Bengal, there was no other place in 
that direction A^lucll was rich enough to satisfy' the troops , 
that, towards the west, there were scscral places, wluch 
W'crc both near at hand, and nch in wcaltli 

(Turkt verse) — The country is rich, tlio inhabitants pagans, the road

If that to tlio cast is remote, this is close at hand. 

At length, it was resolved that I should march to the west,

of Sirhmd and Samaneh, and that neighbourhood, •> 
such as Add Sultan, Sultan Muhammed Duldai, Khosrou 
Gokultash, Muhammed Ah Jeng-Jeng, DdSwer Khan, 

Ahmed Yusef, Shah Mansur Birlas, Muhammedi Gokul- 
tash,® Abdal-aziz Mur Akhur (or master of horse), Syed 
All, Wah Krzdbash,'* Kiracheh Halahd, Ashik Bekawel, 

Sheikh Ah Kitteh, Kajur® Khan, and Hassan Ah Siwadi , 
and orders were issued that these noblemen should jom 
-Chin Taunur, with arms and provisions for six months’ 
service, and proceed against the Baluches , that they

or fifty thousand men on an expedition against Samarkand , 
that Shah Kuh, the younger brother of Sultan Weis, had 
advanced and entered Hissfir , that Tarsun Muhammed 
Sultan had jiroceeded from Termez ^ and taken ICabadian," 
and had afterwards sent to ask support , that Humaifln 
had sent Tuhk Gokultash and Mir lOiurd, intli a number 
of troops and a bodj of Moghuls, to the assistanee of Tarsun 
Muliammed Sultan, and himself followed after them 
On Thursday, the 10 th of the first Jumada, after tlireegans,® 
I set out for the Purab, and passing the Jumna in a boat 
a little above Jalesir, came to the Bagh-e-Zarefshan * I gave 
orders that the horse-tail standards,® the kettle-drums, the 
stud, and the whole army, should halt, opposite to the 
garden on the other side of the river, and that sueh as came 
to perform their kormsh * to the Emperor should cross in a 
boat 

On Saturday, Ismail Alita, who was the ambassador of 
Bengal, brought lus peshkesh, and paid his respeets aceord- 
ing to the usage of Hindustan For the purpose of making 
his obeisance, he took his stand a full arrow-shot off, and 
retired after he had offered his submissions “ He was then 
arrayed in the usual dress of honour, whieh they call sir 
mSwtneh^’’ (or hair-twist), and introduced In conformity 
with our custom, he next made his three genuflexions, 
and then advanced and delivered Nasret Shah’s® letter, 
and, finally, retired, after presenting the offerings which

Marching from Dakdaki, we advanced six kos, and 
encamped at Kusar vntfam three or four kos of Karrah 
I went and stayed on board of a vessel » We halted two or 
three days at this station on account of a grand entertain- 
ment, winch Sultan Jalaleddin gave me On Fnday I went 
to the palace of Sultan Jalaleddin, withm the Fort of 
Karrah, where he entertamed me as his guest, he hmiself 
placmg some of the dishes before me After dinner I 
mvested him and his sons ivith a yakta ^ of cloth of gold, 
a jdmeh,^ and a nfmcheJi, and, at his desire, gave Ins 
eldest son the title of Sultan Malunud 

After leavmg Karrah, I rode on about a kos, and halted 
on the banks of the river Ganges Shahrek had met me 
with letters from Maham, at the first station after I reached 
the Ganges I now sent him back with my answers 
Khwajeh Kalan, Khwajeh Yahya’s grandson, had asked 
for a- copy of the Memoirs which I had written I had 
formerly ordered a copy to be made, and now sent it by 
Shahrek 

Next day we marched, and after advancing four kos, 
halted * I embarked m a boat as usual,® and, as the camp 
did not move far, we arrived early Soon after I took 
a maajun, still remaimng on board <3 Khwajeh Abdal 
Shahid was m Nurbeg’s house , we sent for him , we also 
sent and brought MuHa Mahmud from Mulla Ah Khan’s 
house After sitting some tune we passed over to the 
other side, and set some wrestlers to ivrestle We directed

Sultaa Maliinud was attended by about two tliousand® 
men , but, on hearing of the approaeli of our advanced 
guard, was seized with consternation, killed two of his 
elephants, and nent off with precipitation One of bis 
officers, whom he had sent out in advance, was met and 
attacked by about twent5’^ of our troops, and being unable 
to mamtam his ground, his people fled , several of them 
n ere dismoimted and taken pnsoners , one of them had 
Ills head cut off and one or two of tlicir best men were 
taken and brought in alive 

Nevt mommg we marched, and I went on board of 
a boat '' At this stage® I bestowed on iMuhammed Zeman 
Mirza a full dress of honour from n^' own wardrobe,^ 
a dagger and belt, a charger, and the umbrella - He bent 
the knee, and did me homage for Behar , and having 
fixed the revenue payable into the private treasurj'^ 
from the Sarlar of Behar at one kror and twentj^-fiie 
Uths,* I gave the charge of it to Murshid Iraki, as Dlwan 

On Thursday, we mardied from that station, and I 
embarked in a boat I made all the boats be ranged m 
regular order On my amvaJ, I directed the boats to set 
sail, and to form m order close to each other More than 
half the breadth of the nver was left unoccupied ^ Although 
all the ships were not collected as some places were shallow 
and others deep, as in some places the current was rapid, 
while m otliers the water nas still, we were unable to make 
the greater part of them keep their proper distances

came and had lus audience of leave Two spies, who came 
from the Bengal army, mformed me that the Bengalis, 
under the command of Alaklidum Ahm, were separated 
into twenty-four divisions on the banks of the river Gandak,’ 
and were raising works of defence V body of Afghans, 
under Sultan Mahmud, who had wislied to send away their 
families and baggage,'^ had not been suffered to do it, and

of a general action, I dispatched orders to Muliammed 
Zeman Mirza, forbiddmg him to march, and sent forward 
Shah Iskander, with only tlirec or four himdred men, to

On Saturday, a messenger from Dudu,^ and her son 
Jalal IQian Behar IDian, arrived in my camp It appeared 
that the Bengalis had ivatehed them ivith a jealous eje 
After ha\ing given me notice of their intentions, that 
I might cvpect their am\ml, they had come to blows with 
the Bengahs, had effected their escape, crossed the nver, 
and reached the temtory of Behar, whence they were now 
on their way to tender me their allegiance The same daj ,

belonging to the ship, and were calling out, ‘ Stake him, 
stake liim ’ The vessel Farmuish, m which I slept, vas 
close by the Asuish,® on board of winch was a iunlctMr,^ 
who, as he w’akcd from his sleep, saw a person that had 
laid hold of the ship Asuish, and was endeavouring to climb 
up her side The tiinkiMr struck him with a stone on the 
head The unknoivn person, while m the act of falling from 
above into the w ater,’’ let fly a blow with Ins sivord at the 
iimkiidr, and wounded him a little Tlic man made his 
escape in the river This had produced the alarm TJie 
night that I left MunTr, one or tivo of my iimkitdrs had 
chased a number of Hmdastanis who had come near my 
vessel, and took two of their sivords and a dagger, which 
they brought m Almighty God preserved me 

I>3t the sword of the world bo brandished as it may. 

It cannot cut one vom without the permission of God. 

The followng morning, being Wednesday, I went aboard 
of the Gunjfiish, and having approached the place where 
they were firing the artillery, I allotted to every' one his 
particular duty I dispatched about a thousand men, 
under the command of Aughfin Berdi Moghul, with orders 
to ascend the nver for two or three kos, and use eveiy' 
endeavour to cross it “ Wiile they were on the march, 
not far from Askeri’s camp, they fell m witli twenty or thirtj' 
Bengali vessels wluch had crossed the river and landed a 
number of infantry, wth the intention of making a sudden 
attack on one of our divisions ** Our men charged at full 
gallop, threw them into confusion, put them to flight, took 
some prisoners, whose heads they cut off, killed and 
wounded a number of others with their arrows, and seized

landed from a number of vessels, near Muliammed Zemiin 
]\Iirza’s quarters,^ and made an attaek on him He, on his 
part, reeeived them inth great firmness, put them to flight, 
and pursued them , the men of tliree vessels were drovmed, 
and one vessel was taken and brought to me On this 
occasion, Baba Chihreh particularly everted lumseK and 
signalized his bravery I ordered Muliammed Sultan Mirza 
Yakkeh lOiwajeh, Yums Ah, Anglian Berdi, and the bod^ 
which had pre\uously been appointed to pass the river 
to make use of the seven or eight slups wliich Aughan 
Berdi and his men had taken, to row them o\ er “ during the 
night while it was dark, and so cross the rn er 

The same day, a messenger arrived from Askeri vatli Passage ot 
information tliat his army had now all crossed the river, 
and that early next mommg, being Thursday, they vould 
be ready to fall upon the cnemj' , I immediately issued 
orders, that all the rest of our troops who had effected their 
passage, should co-operate with Asken and fall upon the 
enemy, m conjunction vith him About noon-daj' prayers, a p l'i29 
a person came from Ustad with notice that the bullet was 
ready to be discharged,- and that he waited for instnictions 
I sent orders to discharge it, and to have another loaded 
before I came up 

About afternoon prayers I embarked in a small Bengali 
boat, and proceeded to the place where the battenes had 
been erected , Ustad discharged a verj"^ large stone bullet 
once, and fired the fenngis several tunes Tlie Bengahs are 
famous for their skill in artillerj’^ On this occasion, we 
had a good opportumty of observing them They do not 
direct their fire against a particular point, but discharge at 
tow them up stream

CONCLUDING SUPPLEMENT 


TO 

BABUR’S MEMOIRS 

Fnou the first days of the year 936 of the llijira, Babur’s 
Journal ceases, and no fragments liave been fomid of any 
later date Whether he composed Memoirs, or wote any 
joiuiial of the remaining fifteen months of his hfe, is un 
certain The state of his health, which was rapidly dechmng 
and much broken, probably dimmished Ins usual activity 
The silence that prc\^ils among histonans, regarding the 
remaining events of lus reign, may justify a belief that 
no Journal iias ivntten, or at least none pubhshed In the 
course of the year 930, Huraaiun,'^ who appears to liai e 
been anxious to be near the seat of empire, probably from 
being aware of lus father’s dechmng health, suddenly left 
his government of Badaklishan, uhich he entrusted to the 
care of Sultan Weis, and set out for Hindustan by way”^ of 
Ivabul At Kabul, he had a conference "with lus brother, 
Ivamran IMirza, who had just arrived from Ivandahar,- 
after ■ahich he proceeded towards Agra 

He had scarcely left Badakhshun, when Said IQian of 
liSslighar, who is said to have been mvited by Sultan Weis 
and the other Amirs that were m the country, lea^^ng 
Rashid IHian in Yarkend, marched mto Badakhshan 
Hmdal j\hrza,® on Iieanug of lus approach, threu lumself 
into the fort of Zafer, m a Inch he defended himself for tliree

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months with so mucli vigour, that Said IChan was com-

In the meanwhile a report reached Babur, that Said 
Klian had gamed possession of all Badahlishaii The 
imwelcome mtelhgence that daily arrived frorp that quarter 
preyed upon his mind, and helped to impair his declimng 
strcngtli He sent instructions to Khalifeh to set out in 
order to recover Badaldishan , but that nobleman, who 
was Babur’s pnme mimster, knowng probably that the 
orders were dictated by Humaiun’s mother, who had a 
great ascendancy over Babur, and who wshed to remove 
from court a, powerful enemy of her son, foimd means 
to excuse himself Similar orders were then sent to Hu- 
maiun, whose government Badaldishan was, but that 
pnnee also declined engagmg m the expedition, imder the 
pretence that his affection for Ins father would not permit 
him to remove so far from tlie presence IVhrza Suleunaii,- 
tlic son-in-law of Sultan Wcis, was then dispatched, with 
instructions to assume the govermnent of tlie country , 
and was at the same time furmshed witli letters for Said 
Iflian, complaming of his aggression Before reaching 
Ivabul, Suleiman heard of Said’s retreat , he, however, 
prosecuted his journey, and received charge of the comitry 
from Hmdal, who set out for Hindustan , and the civil 
wars that followed the death of Babur enabled Suleiman “ 
to keep possession of Badakhshan, wluch vas long held 
by Ins posterity 

Hunifuun reached Agra neither sent for nor c'qiccted, 
but the affection of his father, and the influence of his 
mother, procured him a good reception His offence v is 
forgotten, and, after remaining some tune at court, he vent 
to his government of Samba!

and warhke sports, an e-vcellent swordsman, and a skilful 
archer As a proof of Ins bodily strength, it is mentioned, 
that he used to leap from one pinnacle to another of the 
pinnated ramparts used in the East, m Ins double-soled 
boots , and that he even frequently took a man under 
each arm, and went leaping along the rampart from one 
of the pomted pinnacles to another Having been early 
trained to the conduct of business, and tutored m the 
school of adversity, the powers of lus mind received their 
full development He asceiideif the thione at the age 
of twelve, and before he had attamed lus twentieth year, 
the young prmce had shared every vanety of fortune, 
he had not only been the ruler of subject provinces, but 
had been m tliraldom to his own ambitious nobles, and 
obhged to conceal every sentiment of lus heart , he had 
been alternately hailed and obeyed as a conqueror and 
deliverer by nch and extensive kmgdoms, and forced to 
lurk m the deserts and moimtaiiu. of lus oivn native king- 
dom as a houseless wanderer Donn to the last dregs of 
life, ve perceive in him the strong feelings of an affection 
foi his early friends and early enjoyments, rarelj^ seen 
among pnuces Perhaps the free maimers of the Turki 
tribes had combined with the events of lus early hfe, in 
chenslung these amiable feehugs He had betmies been 
taught, by the voice of events that could not he, that he 
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wns a man dependent on the kindness and fidelity of other 
men , and, m his dangers and eseapes with his followers 
had learned that he was only one of an association, •whose 
general safety and success depcnderl on the result of their 
mutual evcrtions in a common cause Tlic natn e henevo- 
lence and gaietj of his disposition seem ever to overflow 
on all around him , and he talks of his mothers, his grand- 
mothers, and sisters with some garrulity indeed, but the 
garruhtj- of a good son and a good brother Of his com- 
pamons m arms he always speaks avith the frank gaiet5'' 
of a soldier , and it is a relief to the reader, m the midst 
of the pompous coldness of Asiatic history, to find a king 
who can weep for daj'S, and tell ns that he wept, for the 
plajTiiate of his boyhood Indeed, an uncommon portion 
of good nature and good humour runs through all his 
character, and even to political offences he will be found, 
m a remarkable degree, indulgent and forgicung 

In the character of the founder of a new dynasty, m 
one of the richest and most powerful empires on earth, we 
may e'^ect to find a union of the great qualities of a 
statesman and general , and Babur possessed the leading 
quahfications of both in a high degree But we are not, 
in that age, to look for anv deep-laid or regular plans of 
cml pohty even in the most accomphshed princes Babur’s 
supenontv over the chiefs to whom he was opposed, arose 
prmcipally from his active disposition and Ii^eli, good 
sense Ambitious as he was and fond of conquest and of 
glory m all its shapes the enterpnse in which he was for 
the season engaged, seems to have absorbed his whole 
soul, and all his faculties were everted to bnng it, what- 
ever it was, to a fortunate issue His elastic mind was not 
broken bv discomfiture and few pnnres who have achieved 
such glorious conquests have suffered more mimorous or 
more decisive defeats His personal courage vras con- 
spicuous during his whole life, but it may be d-ntted 
whether, in spite of his BiuA success, fic was so ran-hiffrfd.ein 
to the character of a great captam- a? s soitisscn- 


partisan and a bold adveTturer, In 
his career his armies vrere \ erv smsfi- 


tions were rather successful inroads than : 
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But he showed a genius and a power of observation whicli, 
in other circumstances, would have raised him to the 
tank of the most accomplished commanders As he had 
the sense to perceive the errors which he committed in 
his earlier years, so, noth the supenonty that belongs to 
a great mind, conscious of its powers, he always readilj 
acknowledges them His conduct, during the rebellion 
of the Moghuls at Kabul, and the alarm of his army in the 
war with Rana Sanka, bears the indications of the most 
heroic magnanimity. The latter period of his life is one 
iimnterrupted series of successes 

But we are not to expect in Babur that perfect and 
refined character which belongs only to modem times and 
Christian countnes We sometimes see him order what, 
according to the practice of modem war, and the maxims 
of a refined morality, we should consider as cmel executions 
We find him occasionally the slave of vices, which, even 
though they belonged to Jus age and countr}^ it is not 
possible to regard in such a man without feelings of regret 
We are disappointed to find one possessed of so refined an 
understanding, and so pohshed a taste, degrading both, bj' 
an obtmsive and almost ridiculous display of his propensity 
to intoxication It may palliate, tliough it cannot excuse 
this offence, that it appears to have led him to no cmelty 
or harshness to his servants or those around him, that 
it made him neglect no business, and that it seems to har e 
been produced solely by the ebulhtion of high spints 
in his gay and social temper We turn from Babur, the 
slave of such vices, which probably hastened on a prema- 
ture old age, and tended to bring lura to an early gra\e, 
and view him with more complacency, encouragmg, in 
his dominions, the useful arts and polite literature, bv 
his countenance and his example We delight to see 
him describe lus success in rearing a new plant, m intro- 
ducing a new fmit-tree, or in repairing a decayed aqueduct, 
with the same pnde and complacency that he relates his 
most splendid nctories No regon of art or nature seems 
to have escaped tlie actmtj’^ of his research He had 
cultivated the art of poetrj' from lus early years, and his 
diwan, or collection of Turin poems, is mentioned as gmng 
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Iiim a lugh rank among the poets of his country Of 
tlus work I have not been able to learn tliat any copy 
evists ^ IMany of the odes in it are referred to in his Memoirs, 
and quoted by the first couplet A few specimens of 
his Persian poetrs are also given, which shov much of 
that terseness and delicacy of allusion so much admired 
m tlie poets vliom he imitated His Persian Masuevi, 
which he published by the name of ilfiibrn,- I have 
never met with, though Abulfazl speaks of it as ha\ang 
a great circulation , nor have I seen his versification of 
the tract of Miwajeh iVliriir,’ which ,has been already 
mentioned ■* He also wrote a work on Prosody ^ and some 
smaller productions, which he sometimes alludes to in 
his Memoirs He was skilfid in the science of music, on 
whidi he UTote a treatise But his most remarkable 
work is, undoubtedly, the Memoirs of his own Life, com- 
])osed by him m the Turki tongue The earlier part of 
them IS ivntten with great spirit, and the whole bears 
strong charactenstics of an ingenious, active, and intelligent 
nund No lustorj’’, perhaps, contains so hvely a picture 
of the life and opimons of an eastern pnnce The geo- 
graphical descriptions wluch he gives of his hereditary 
kingdom, and of the various countries whicli he subdued, 
have, what such descriptions seldom possess, not only

TJie Memoirs, Iiouever, will be found of unequal value, 
according to the periods of winch tliey treat Some j^ears, 
particularly m the later period of liis life, present little 
more than a dry chronicle of uninteresting events, probablv 
written down ns Ihej^ occurred, and never rewritten, ns 
tlie earlier period certainly have been It probably was his 
intention to have connected the whole, and completed them 
m the same strain of happy narrative that runs through the 
first half of them, a design ivhieh it is to be regretted that 
he did not live to evceiite 

A striking feature in Babur’s character is his unhkeness 
to other Asiatic princes Instead of the stately, systematic 
artificial character that seems to belong to the throne 
in Asia, we find him natural, lively, alTectionate, simple, 
retaining on the throne all the best feelings and affections 
of common life Change a few circuinstanees arising 
from his religion and country, and m reading the trans- 
actions of his life, wc might imagine that we had got among 
the adventurous knights of Froissart This, ns well ns 
the simplicity of his language, he owed to his being a Tfirk 
That style winch wTaps up a worthless meaning m a mist 
of words, and the etiquette which annihilates the courtier 
m the presence of his prince, were still, fortunately for 
Babur, foreign to the Ti'irki race, among whom he was 
born and educated 

Upon the whole, if we review wtli impartiality the 
liistory of Asia, wc shall find few princes who arc entitled 
to rank liigher than Babur in genius and accomplish- 
ments His grandson Akber may perhaps be placed above 
him for profound and benevolent policy The crooked 
a tifice of Aurangzlb is not entitled to the same distinction 
The merit of Chingiz ICIinn, and of Tamerlane, terminates 
in their splendid conquests, which far excelled the achieve- 
ments of Babur , but m activity of mind, in the gay 
equanimity and unbroken spirit wnth which he bore the 
extremes of good and bad fortune, in the possession of 
the manly and social virtues, so seldom the portion of 
princes, m his love of letters, and his success in the cultiva- 
tion of them, we shall probably find no other Asiatic 
prince who can justly be placed beside him 
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at n loss to know wlmt to do At the same time the horse- 
men, who at first ^^e^c not able to find the frarden pate 
made a breach m the wall, which was already dilapidated,

like a vagabond

‘ But’, I replied, ‘ there is no treasure Minch can be com- 
pared to my son It Mould be better for me to offer mj’scif 
as Ins ransom, for he is in a c ery critical condition, and the 
situation demands that I should come to the aid of his

BIOGRAPHIES OF ERSiaNE AND LEYDEN 


WiLUAM Erskine (1773-1852), the distinguished Orien- 
tahst, vas born m Edmburgh on November 8, 1773 His 
father, Da^^d Erskme, was a Wnter to the Signet, and 
lus grandfather, John Erskme (1605-1768), a vell-knorvxi 
wnter on Scottish laAv He was educated at the Royal 
School and the Edinburgh Umversity, where he was 
apparently a feUow student of John Leyden, whom he met 
agam m Calcutta He was also associated at the tune with 
Thomas Brown, the metaphysician, and the poet Thomas 
Campbell He was apprenticed for seven j ears (1792-9) to 
James Dundas, Wnter to the Signet, but, the work proving 
imcongemal, he left Edmburgh m 1799 to become factor to 
Sir Hay of Duns There he remained till 1803, but as the 
salarj was small, and his prospects poor, he threw up lus 
appointment, and returned to Edmburgli ivith the intention 
of studeing medicme A fortnight later Sir James Mackm- 
tosh, who had accepted the Recordership of Bombay, 


invited him to accompany lum to India pro mising him 
the first appomtmentm his gift Hackmtosh was attracted 
to hun by his taste for phflosophical studies, and, in a letter 
to Dr Parr written m 1S07, he speaks of him as * one of the 
most amiable, mgemous and accurately mformed men m 
the world ’ Erskme sailed from Ryde vith ^lackmtosh in 
Februaxv 1804 reachmg Bombay in Hay of the same year.

In 1827 Erskme went to Pan, and there he resided for two 
or three years He became Provost of St Andrews in 
1880, and in 1839 he returned to Edmburgli He again 
went abroad in 1845, and lived m Bonn tdl 1848 Most 
of his later years were spent in Edinburgh, and during the 
last of these he became blind He died on May 28, 
1852, and was buried in St John’s Episcopal Church 
Erskme married m Madras Maitland, second daughter of 
Sir John Mackintosh, who died in 1861, and by whom he had 
fourteen chddren Four of his sons were in the Indian 
Civil Service, of whom the eldest, James (1821-98), became 
judge of the Bombay High Court, and the jmungest, Henr 3 
(1832-93), rose to be Commissioner of Sinde Apart from 
his edition of Babur’s Memoirs lus cfuef work was the 
History of India under Babur and Humdyan, which was 
edited by his son James, and pubhshed after his death in 
1864, though it had been completed several years before 
This work is a valuable contnbution to Indian Instorj^ 
and is marked throughout by good sense, accuraey, and 
impartiahty 

John Leyden, MD (1776-1811), physician and poet, 
son of Jolm Leyden and Isabella Scott, was bom on 
September 8, 1775, at Denholm, Cavers, Rovbiirghslure 
He received some elementary schooling at Kirktown, and 
from 1790 to 1797 was a student of the Edinburgh Umver- 
sity, where he greatly distinguished lumself as a scholar 
During the vacations he studied Natural Science, Scandina- 
nan and Modem Languages, Hebrew, Arabic, and Persian, 
while lus professional pursuits included Tlieolog 3 % Philo- 
sophy, and Medieme Among lus associates were Brougham, 
Sjdney Smith, Jeffreys, Home, and Thomas Brown 
From 1796 to 1798 he was tutor to the sons of Mr Campbell 
of Edinburgh, and accompamed them to St Andrews 
(1797-8), where he was hcenced as a preacher He con- 
tributed poems to the Edinburgh Literary Magazine through 
Anderson, the editor of British Pods, and was one of the 
first to welcome |the[PZefls»res o/ Hope, though subsequentlj 
he and Campbell had a ridiculous quarrel, which led to

three cla\s’ illnc,ss on August 28 181] In an enlogium 
deli\ ered before the Literary Society of Bombay, William 
Eiskme claimed that Lejden in eight years had done 
almost as much for Asia as the combined scholarship of the 
West had done for Europe Scott embalmed his ‘ bright 
and brief’ career in the Lord of the Isles (iv, 2) Lord 
Cockbum, after referring to liis unconscious egotism 
uncouth aspect, and uncompronusing demeanour, declares 
‘ there was no walk in life in which Lej’^den could not have 
shone ’ Tlie ‘ Ettrick Shepherd ’ bewailed the loss of the 
poet’s ‘ glowing measure ’, and Loekliart in his Life of Scott 
fully recogmzed lus extraordinary abihties and attainments 
as a scholar Sir Walter Scott contributed a memoir of 
Leyden to the Edinburgh Annual Register in 1811 His 
‘ Poetical Remains ’ with a memoir were edited by the 
Rev James Morton in 1819, and m 1868 his ‘Poems and 
Ballads ’ with Scott’s Memoir were published He trans- 
lated one or more of the Gospels into Pushtu, Beluchi, 
Maldman, Macassai, and Biigis, and in 1821 his Malay 
Annals with introduction by Sir Stamford Raffles appeared
